Atianta has triumphed again in tlie 
@fupendous undertaking of making a 
@uccess of grand opera. 

For the second consecutive, time the 
“Gate City of the South” has scored a 
monumental success where eastern cit- 
ies of far greater size have failed igno- 
miniously, and has succeeded in that 
which none of her southern sister 
cities have ever had the courage to 
attempt. 

Appreciation of Art. 

When the last note of Verdi's fa- 
mous opera, “Otello,” was borne away 
on the breedes Saturday night, Atlanta 
had for the second time demonstratei 
that here in the south the greatest 
there is in the musical art is appre- 
ciated more, perhaps, and certainly is 
as freely patronized, as in any city in 
the world. 

The total receipts for the four 
operas, “La Gioconda,” Thursday night, 
“Koenigakinder” Friday . night, 
Trovatore” at the Saturday matinee, 
and “Otello” as the closing perform- 
ance Saturday evening, amounted to 
£63,3a. And the operas played to 
23,560 persons, falling short of last 
year's season by only about 3,000, 

And it; should .be. remembered that 
last $e there were five perform- 
ances, whWe this year there were only 
four. T priceS were practically the 
same _ nd, while’ last year .$71,030.30 
Waa the total receipts, the difference 
between that amount and the amount 
taken_in this year had to cover the 
extra éxpense of producing the other 

- Opera. 
Greater Than Kyver. 

Therefore, it is clearly seen that 
with four performances this year, a@ 
against five last. year, and with. the 
receipts for this season totaling more 
than $63,000 as against $71,000 last sea- 
son, the success of the opera this year 
has been as great or even greater than 
it was when Atlanta first attempted it. 

In addition to breaking other rec- 

ds, Atlanta has also succeeded in 

fresiine its own record for matinee 
rlast year. "La Tosca,” which was 
presented at the matinee tn 1910, drew 
an attendance of 4,000, and the rece!pts 
amounted to $10,833. This year Verdi's 
‘Il Trovatore” drew an attendance of 
5.250, and the receipts amounted to 
$15,200. 

Figured as ciosely as is possible 
after the closing of the season with 
the presentation of “Otello” Saturday 
night, the receipts and the attendance 
at each of the operas is as follows:

Contention of the Defense.

First, that the dynamite, made by 
the factory from which the dynamite 
is alleged to have caused the explo- 
sion was purchased, was tested in the 
government bureau of mines and would 
not set fire to gas. | 

Second, that dynamite will not set 
fire to inks and oils and an explosion 
of dynamite:of the kind said to have 
been used would not have been fol- 
lowed by sheets of flame, but on the 
contrary, would éxTinguish flame. 

Third, a gas explosion on the other 
hand would set fire to inks and oils 
and would be followed by sheets of 
flame.

Washington, April 29.—Prelimi- 
nary figures have been com- 
piled by the interstate commerce com- 
mission investigators showing’ the 
amounts which the government alleges 
have been illegally rebated in the re- 
cent cases at Cleveland. 

Between April 1, 1908, and July 31, 
1909, it is alleged $482,000 was rebated 
by the Pennsylvania railroad to va-

Corporation, | 

Between January 1, 1908, and June 
30, 1909, it is alleged more than $798,- 
000 was rebated to the Carnegie Steel 
Company by the Bessemer and Lake 
Erie Railread Company. The amount 
was rebated, it is said, through dock 
charges, by which a charge of 25 cents 
a ton was made for handling ore and 
17 cents was rebated. 

McCrea Makes Statement. 

Philadelphia,. April .29.—President 
James McCrea, of the Pennsylvania 
railroad, today issued a statement with 
reference to the indictment found 
against the company in Cleveland, in 
which he says there was no discrimi- 
nation in the shipping of ore, and that 
there was no favoritism shown. He 
says there is an “apparent misunder- 
standing of the public as to what is 
Mreally involved in the case.” 

Mr. McCrea says the Pennsylvania 
railroad owns the docks on Lge Erie 
operated by Mahanna & Co. as a dock 
company, and the road in 1908 made 
an agreement with the dock firm con- 
taining certain charges for handling 
ore. After the agreement was made, 
the statement says,’ by the aid of im- 
proved machinery, ore could be han- 
dled much cheaper than when the pact 
was signed.

‘year, when the difference between the

Chihuahua, Mexico, April 25, 
via Laredo, Texas, April 29.— 
More than one hundred freight 
cars loaded with 1,000 federal 


troops and equipment left here 
over the Mexican National rail- 


road today for Juarez. The troops 
are commanded by Generals 
Rabago and Oro, and are provid- 
ed with field guns and ammuni- 
tion for heavy action. 
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El Paso, Texas, April 29.—The Chi- 
huahua bulletin stating that 1,000 
troops left there today for Juarez 
caused great excitement in the revolu- 
tionary camp. 

“If the report is true, and we can 
confirm it, that moment we will attack 
and take Juarez,” declared General 
Francisco I. Madero, Jr. “It may be 
that Chihuahua has not been informed 
that the armistice was extended for 
another five days yesterday, and that 
the troops, if they have been dispatch- 
ed, will be recalled as soon as the mis- 
take is discovered.” 

Dias Says He Knows Nothing. 

General Navarro, in Juarez, was with- 
out information as to the alleged re- 
inforcements. General Madero tele. 
graphed to the City of Mexico, and in 
reply was told that the government 
knew nothing of the movement of 
troops from Chihuahua. 

General Madero was unable to get a 
telegram of inquiry through to Chi- 
huahua., 

According to General Madero, a 
movement of troops from Chihuahua 
in any direction would be a: violation 
of the armistice. 

Violation of Armistice, Says Madero. 

“It makes no difference in what di- 
rection they were sent,” said General 
Madero, “even if to a point outside the 
quadrilateral covered by the truce. 
Chihuahua itself is within the quadri- 
lateral, and there can be no military 
movements to or from that city under 
the terms of the armistice.” 

Madero has ‘scouts stationed at 20- 
mile intervals between here and Chi- 
huahua, but even by the fastest riding 
relays could not bring the information 
to camp in less than seventy-two hours, 
it is said. 

Dr. Gomez Has Arrived. 

The coterie of insurrecto chiefs sum- 
moned by Francisco I. Madero, to par- 
ticipate in peace parleys preliminary 
to the formulation of a definite egree- 
ment with the federal government, was 
completed tonight by the arrival from 
Washington of Dr. Vasquez Gomez, 
diplomatic agent in the United States 
of the Mexican insurrectos and Senor 
Pino Suarez, provisional governor of 
the state of Yucatan. 

Dr. Gomez's appointment as the in- 
Surrecto representative in the forma] 
peace negotiations is expected to be an- 


nounced officially tomorrow. Most of 
the insurrecto leaders were at the sta- 


tion to meet Dr. Gomez and Senor 
Suarez, and a conference with General 
Madero was arranged for later on in 
the evening. 

On his arrival here Dr. Gomez learned 
that Senor Francisco Carabajal had 
been officially designated to represent 
the federal government in drafting the 
final peace agreement. He paid high 
tribute to the character of the govern- 
ment’s envoy, but smiled at what he 
termed “the real significance of the 
selection.” 

Gomes Praises Diaz Envoy. 

“Senor Carabajal is a fine man.” said 
Mr. Gomez, “and one who is able, I 
think, to represent the government. But 
anyone who has followed the somewhat 
turbulent statement of political. affairs 
in Mexico City recently will observe 
something significant in the appoint- 
ment. Senor Carabajal was the candi- 
date of the scientific party for gov- 
ernor of the state of Tabasco in the 
last election, and that party now is re- 
ported to be opposed politically to 
President Diaz and his friends. The ap- 
pointment perhaps can be taken as 
an indication that the political power 
of President Diaz is declining.” 
MEXICAN REBELS RAID TOWNS 

AND COLLECT LOT OF CASH 

Eagle Pass, Texas, April 29.—Tele- 
grams were received here today an- 
nouncing that the revolutionists un- 
der Guajordo last night raided the 
three towns of Clote, Rosela and 
Ajuahita. These towns are the site 
of large coal mines employing  sev- 
eral thousand workmen. They are lo- 
cated en a branch of the Mexican In- 
ternational line running out from 
Saibinas about forty miles below Cui- 
dad Porfirio Diaz. At Ajuahita the 
revolutionists took 5,000 pesos from 
the mine cashier and ali the horses 
in sight on the mine property and 
sufrounding towns.

MORE HARD LUCK |S 
OR ED OE GROOTE 


Released in Cartersville, Re- 
arrested By Federal | 
Officers. 


Hard luck camping on the trail of 
“Ed DeGroote,” claimant of the mid- 
dieweight ring championship in 1905, 
and later an efficient chief of police 
of Lumber City, culminated in his ar- 
rest in Cartersville yesterday morning 
for alleged fraudulent use of the 
mails. “DeGroote,” or P. W. Miller, 
to use his real name, was taken into 
custody by Inspector Fred Roege and 
Deputy Marshal T. P. Trammell, just, 
after a civil case against him in the 
Cartersville city. court had been dis-, 
missed, and he had begun to think 
that things were going to take a turn 
for the better. 

The officers brought Miller to At- 
lanta. Saturday morning on the 11:45 
train, ang shortly after took him be- 
fore United States Commissioner O. C. 
Fuller, who issued a capias on an in- 
dictment returned against Miller in 
Macon by the federal grand jury on 
February 17, 1910. He will be taken 
to Macon to stand trial. 

The Old Charge. 

It ts charged that Miller, alias “De- 
Groote,” alias “George L. Pinkerton,” 
appeared at Eastman, Ga., in the fall 
of 1906, and while there mailed a large 
number of circulars to persons 
throughout the United States repre- 
senting that he was superintendent of 
“Pinkerton’s Railway Detective Agen- 
cy,”’ locateg at Eastman, and that for 
the sum of $10 he would employ them 
as detectives, guarantee them a cer- 
tain salary and expenses, that they 
would have full police powers, would 
receive a badge, traveling card and 
commission, and that they would re- 
ceive free transportation on the rail-’ 
roads. He received a large quantity 
of return mail, it is alleged, but none 
of the parties received anything of 
value for: their money. 

Miller admits his connection with 
the’ detective agency at Eastman, but 
denies that he was implicated in any 
fraudulent scheme. He states’ that 
“George L. Pinkerton” is not his alias, 
but is the name of a bona fide indi- 
vidual who was the proprietor of the 
agency, and his; employer, The appel- 
lation “Ed DeGroote,” he says, is not 
an alias, but the name he used to fight 
under.

Miller’s position at the head 
of the police force made him valuable 
to Pinkerton, fer when the’ latter 
wanted to send out a man to make-an 
arrest Miller was able to deputize him 
and. give him official power to act. 
Miller claims that further than this 
and other matters of minor detail he 
had nothing to do with the agency.

DeGroote, as he is known in sport- 
ing circles, was formerly a prominent 
figure in southern pugilism. He grad- 
ually worked his way to the front 
ranks of the middleweights of the 
country, and when he retired in 1905, 
after a 10-round draw with Jimmy 
Ryan, of Australia, he claimed the 
middleweight championship. 

His record in the ring paved the 
way to his election as chief of police 
of Lumber City. He proved most ef- 
ficient during the two years of his 
administration, and succeeded in rid- 
ding the city of the toughs and crimi- 
nals with which it was at that time/ 
infested. 

Later Miller went on the road as a 
star in “Terry, The Swell’ theatrical 
company. Since that time he has de- 
voted himself to the theatrical busi- 
ness, although he has _ also helped 
compile an Atlanta dtrectory. 

Miller was arresteq in Atlanta Fri- 
day morning, and.taken to Cartersville 
to stand trial in a civil suit without 
having an opportunity to visit. a baby 
son who had been presented to him 
Wednesday night by Mrs. Miller, and 
whom he has not yet seen. It was 
after this case had been dismissed and 
he thought that all was plain sailing 
again that he was rearrested by the 
federal officers.

Columbus, Ga., April 29.—(Special.)

FTECTIVE BURKS 


. Chicago, April 29.—(Special.)—A 
threat to kill W. J. Burns and eyery~-

New York; April 29.—é¢Special.)—Re- 
cently Richard T. Wilson and another 
officer of the Saratoga Racing Asso- 
ciation had an interview with Gov- 
ernor Dix. They urged him to favor 
legislation to modify the law making 
directors of racing associations guilty 
of misdemeanor if gambling is in any 
form permitted on race track property 
with or without the knowledge of the 
directors. : 

The officials told Governor Dix that 
without modification of the existing 
law racing in this state would be a 
thing of the past. 

Assemblyman Martin recently intro- 
duced a bill repealing the directors’ li- 
ability law. 

While. nothing of an official charac- 
ter could be obtained from thé gov- 
ernor, it is understood that he has no 
objections to the Martin bill or a simi- 
lar proposition to come from the rac- 
ing associations. 

Seossrs. Wilson and Hitchcock say 
the Martin bill was introduceg with- 
out their knowledge and they express 
the belief that it would not give the 
relief which is sougst for by the rac- 
ing associations. 

ft is reported that Senator Wain- 
wright, of Westchester, will introduce 
a repeal measure. 

The state racing in its annual report 
to the governor in 1908 against the 
advice of all friends of racing and in 
the face of protests of owners of the 
great race tracks, the legislature 
amended this racing law so the penal- 
ty for recording a wager on a race 
taking place on a track under the 
license of the commission should be 
the forfeiture of the money received.” 

This has all been done upon the 
theory that betting at rack tracks must 
be prevented at any cost, though bet- 
ting generally has not been made a 
crime, and it seems to be based on the 
mistaken idea that the race courses 
were maintained onc pe for gagpbling, 
instead of for stimulating the breeding 
and testing the best type of horses. 

The statute directs the commission 
to make such suggestions and recom- 
mends to the legislature as it shall 
deem advisable, and, in as much as we 
believe that for racing to revive in 
any form whatever in the state, it will 
be necessary to restore the former law 
limiting the Mability of the directors 
of the racing association. we respect- 
fully recommend that the act, chapter 
486 of teh laws of 1910 be repealed.

MEMBER OF “BIG FOUR” 
BURIED SATURDAY 


John Charles Rowe Laid to 
Rest---Was a Great 
Hitter. 


St. Louis, Mo., April 2?9.—John 
Charles Rowe, who will be buried to- 
day, was one of America’s greatest 
ball players. 

Rowe was a@ member of the famous 
“Big Four,” composed twenty years 
ago of Rowe, Dan Brouthers, ‘Deacon 
Jim” White and Archie Richardson.

LFD INVASION 


IN 1864: 


NOW GUEST OF ATLANTANS 


The first federal soldier to enter At- 
4 lanta when the city was surrendered in 
July, 1864, to Sherman's army by the 
confederates is now visiting the city. 
Me is Major Francis Cc. Crawford, and 
he is the guest of Edward T. Brown 
and George M. Brown. 

Major Crawford is a very soldierly 
looking elderly gentleman, and talks 
most interestingly of the time when he 
was inthe union lines that attacked At- 
lanta. 

He was in the Thirty-third Indiana 
regiment, 
and when the fighting was going on 
@round Atlanta his command was in 
the se¢ond brigade of the third division 
of the twentieth corps. 

Major Crawford's present home is in 
YWerre Haute, Ind., the place of his birth 
and where he has lived all of his life 
except the years he was in the civil 
war. 

In Battle of Peachtree Creek. 

“My command,” states Major Craw- 
ford, “was in Hooker's corps and under 
General Ward when we marched, fight- 
ing our way, from Chattanooga to At- 
lanta. When Atlanta was attacked we 
were to the north of the city, and took 
active part in the battle of Peachtree 
creek. We remained in that neighbor- 
hood until Atlanta was surrendered, and 
we. were not in the battle to the east 
of the city on July 23. It was terrific 
fighting all the time, and I never saw 
braver men than the confederate sol- 
diers. 

“«& few days after the battle on July 
23, 1864, my-tommand received notice 
to send a skirmish line into the city 
to see that all was safe and well for 
the entrance of the main army. I was 
placed in charge of the skirmishers, 
who were the first union soldiers to 
enter the evacuated city. I rode at the 
head of the skirmishers, and in my 
eagerness to see how the city looked I 
got two or three blocks ahead of them, 
and was suddenly surprised to see a 
lot of cavalrymen in front of me. I 
goon saw they were confederate sol- 
-diers preparing to leave the city, and I 
got back to the line of skirmishers as 
vick as I knew how. I remember ask- 
TO if there were many 
confederate soldiers about, and he re- 
plied, ‘Deed dere is, mistah, de woods 
am full ob em.’ I am certain I was 
the first federal soldier to enter Atlanta 
at that time. The city was mostly a 
mass of smoke and ruins, and on every 
side there was such signs of desolation 
as only war can make.” 

Recognized Only One Place. 

Major Crawford said he visited At- 


under Colonel John Coburn, 


lanta two years ago for _the first time 
since the war, and he could only recog- 
nize one part of the city, and that was 
on” Central avenue, formerly Loyd 
street, near the railroad crossing, for 
it was there he had ridden up behind 
the confederate cavalrymen. 

“On yesterday,” stated Major Craw- 
ford, “I walked out to Peachtree creek 
to see if I could recognize the old bat- 
tlefield, but I found not a single trace 
of the place as it was pictured in my 
memory. A spot was pointed out to me 
where stood an old mill on the Collins 
road. I remember the mill, but the 
place is not familiar now. Atlanta has 
certainly made a wonderful rise from 
the ashes of war, and, although I have 
traveled much, I have never seen a 
city that shows such rapid growth and 
such increasing prosperity.” 

Major Crawford says that he was 
an eye-witness of the scene where the 
confederate general, Leonidas K. Polk, 
was killed by a shell on Kennesaw 
mountain. 

“But a few minutes before our signal 
men caught the message that General 
Polk was killed,” he said, “my atten- 
tion was called to a group of confeder- 
ate soldiers on the top of Kennesaw 
mountain. In the group was General 
Polk, and he was killed on the very 
spot where I saw him.” 

When Soldier Meets Soldier. 

Speaking of his visits to Atlanta, 
Major Crawford says that whenever 
he has met confederate veterans they 
have been exceedingly hospitable. 

“The true soldier always honors an 
enemy who is brave.” he said, ‘‘and, I 
know the confederate soldier was 
brave, and it is always a pleasure for 
meet a veteran who wore the 
gray. When I saw the old soldiers in 
the parade on Memorial day my heart 
yearned to get in the ranks and march 
with them.” 

In several histories of the war 
Major Crawford’c name can be found 
mentioned in reports made by Major 
lL. T. Miller and Colonel A. B. Crane, 
who officially complimented him high- 
lv for his valor and bravery. Major 
Miller on two occasions made special 
mention of Major Crawford's heroism. 

Of this the major would not talk, 
and the fact that his name is thus men- 
tioned in history was made known by 
a member of one of the families of 
whom he is a guest. 

Major Crawford is accompanied by 
his wife, and they will remain in At- 
lanta three or four days longer ,before 


returning home.

ABOUT ThE TARIFE 


Georgian Has Little Hope of 
Real Revision by This 
Congress. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, April 29.—<(Special.)— 
Representative Adamson took a rather 
gloomy view of the future of tariff re- 
vision by this congress in an address 
Tuesday on the farmer's free list bill, 
introduced as a companion measure to 
the Canadian reciprocity bill, saying 
that as long as the senate and the 
president were republican he despaired 
of getting any real democratic tariff 
legislation on the statute books. 

“The obstacles at the other end of 
the capitol, and the other end of the 
avenue, must be understood by the peo- 
ple of the country in judging the work 
of the democratic house,” said the 
Georgian. He continued: ‘The presi- 
dent is republican, and he is pledged to 
sign no bill that interferes with pro- 
tection. It is idle for the people to 
hope for a democratic measure during 
the present congress. We may suc- 
ceed in having. some things put on 
the free list. We may succeed in re- 
ducing some of the greatest enormities 
in the rates of the existing law. If 
we fail to do anything the country wil 
understand, by following the proceed- 
ings of this house, that the fault does 
not lie with us. We must proceed 
with prudence, endeavoring in modera- 
tion to select those lines of action 
which give promise of some success 

“No legitimiate business will suffer 
from democratic revision; no honest 
industry will be injured. Graft has no 
vested right. Inequality has no just 
claim to immortality, although tolerat- 
ed for a long time, able to evade jus- 
tice or even fostered by unjust law. 
We do not purpose to take away what 
men have accumulated, nor make dis- 
tribution thereof, nor declare a popu- 
lar dividend from their over-grown 
fortunes. eg 

“We do, however,’ believe that fair 
and honest conditions may be to some 
extent restored, so that honesty and 
industry and merit may have a fair 
show. Instead of fattening a few fav- 
orites we may encourage general pros- 
perity, but the favorites wi not be 
ruined nor starved. Compelled by com- 
petition they will sell to their neigh- 
bors as cheaply as to foreigners and 
strangers, which, under ~ protection, 
they never do. 

“They will still enjoy handsome 
prots, and at the same time control a 
permanent and more agreeable pat- 
ronage, for neighbors who trade bé- 
cause they are pleased, and not be- 
cause under compulsion, will prove far 
more valuable customers. Then, both 
the favorites and their customers, be- 
ing able to bring home goods from 
other countries, by reason of reduced 
import duties, can alike sell all their 
surplus throughout all the world.” 

Referring to the argument that to 
put articles on the free list means dis- 
pensing with revenue, as surely as put- 
ting up duties so high as to make them 


prohibitive, he said that argument | 


was usually advanced by the manufac- 
turer who wants the tariff lowered on 
the things he has‘to buy, and duties 
made so prohibitive as to bar compe- 
tition in the things he has to sell. 

“That is the same disease that af- 
flicts al! protectionists,” he said. “They 
do not wish to use the taxing power 
for the legitimate purposes intended 
by the constitution—the raising of 
revenue. They wish to convert it into 
an instrument for personal profit, a 
weapon by which they can prevent 
competition. while they hold up and 
exploit their fellow countrymen ad 
libitum, diverting legitimate revenue 
from the treasury to squander in in- 
creased volume, and turning an en- 
larged stream of graft into thelr own 
pockets. 

“Everything the manufacturers use, 
no matter from what source derived, 
nor how much labor and expense are 
involved in its production, they con- 
sider as raw material to use in their 
manufacturing business, except cotton 
mill machinery. on which eastern mills 
keep a prohibitive duty to discourage 
end hinder the building of competing 
mills in the south. By the same rea- 
soning everything that the farmer 
uses, guano, plows, wagons. horsés, 
mules, bagging, ties, clothing, shoes, 
the wages he pays for labor. are raw 
materfal to him. He uses them all, and 
as the finished product of them, he 
offers his crops for sale on the mar- 
ket, and if there is any rational line 
of distinction between the finished 
products and raw materials the farmer 
is as much entitled to have that line 
located In the right plane as the manu- 
facturer has. 

“But the truth is, there is not in 
law, politics, reason, rectitude, nor re- 
ligion any such line. If there is to be 
any doctrine based upon an imaginary 
line between finished product and raw 
material, it shovf@ be that wherever 
the finished product is on the free list

Yesterday was “Verdi day” of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company’s engage- 
ment at the Auditorium, but “Il Trov- 
atore” and “Otello” are so far apart in 
the scale of the great Italian compos- 
er’s achievement that there was al- 
most as ‘much difference in the two 
operas as if they had different authors. 

“Otello,” although it marks one of 
the culminating stages of Verdi's ge- 
nius, did not, however, awaken the 
enthusiasm which greeted “Il Trova- 
tore,” and for two reasons.

The commissioners found that the 
work would have to stop, taxes very 
materially increased, or a bond issue 
provided. 

There are more than 1,200 
roads in Laurens county. Not over 
600 miles are important roads, how- 
ever, the remainder being cross sec- 
tions. It is believed that the convict 
force is large enough to keep all of 
the roads in repair, and build these 
cross sections, leaving the main thor- 
oughfares to be let out by contract. 

Not only the roads of the county are 
to be improved, but many of the 
bridges of the county mu§t be replaced. 

Two years ago the Laurens county 
grand jury recommended that bonds to 
the amount of $500,000 be issued for the 
purpose of bullding the roads ac- 
cording to approved methods. Two 
succeeding grand juries have recom- 
mended bonds, leaving the amount to 
be issued at the discretion of the 
proper authorities. The last grand 
jury recommended a bond commissicn 
and the employment of a competent 
engineer to supervise the con- 
struction, and to prepare plans and 
specifications so that the work could 
be let by contract.

NORTH GEORGIA APPLE CROP. — 
PROMISES ABUNDANT YIELD 


Mount Airy, Ga., April 29.—(Special.) 
Since it is generally conceded that 
the peach crop for this season will not 
be the main one, much interest is be- 
ing manifested among the apple grow- 
ers of this section. Still there are a 
great many peaches left by the cold. 
Especially it is found that the native 
old-time peach in the corner of the 
garden, the fence row and Other places 
over the farm under similar conditions 
survive the cold far better than the 
peaches now grown by the average 
peach grower. The success of growing 
the peach seems to depend more on 
soil than climatic conditions. 

Intensive propagation in the future 
may overcome this susceptibility to the 
cold. The apple is a more hardy 
fruit. There is an orchard of the old- 
time varieties of mountain apples on 
a very high mountain in North Caro- 
lina. that has not. had a camplete 
failure of perfectly ripened fruit in a 
great number of years.

Clarkesville, Ga, April 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—W. H. Alley, a farmer living a 
few miles north of this city, brought 
to town this morning a human skele- 
ton, which bears every evidence of be- 
ing that of an Indian.

“A new temper has come into our af- 
fairs. Only a little whi ago the 
whole country seemed déeply § dis- 
turbed, as if with a sense of incal- 
culable changes. So many things in 
its life seemed awry—there was s6 
widespread an impression of canditions 
that were unjust, iniquitous even, 
based upon selfishness and wrong and 
greed—that few saw anything but agi- 
tation ahead—agitation that was like- 
ly to make business impossible. 


Division Between Liberal ang Tory. 


“By imperceptible an& very happy 
changes of temper and point of view 
we have,come out of that state of 
mind,’ that perturbed view of our life, 
and have begun to get something like 
a complete vision of our problems, and 
of the policies that must solve them. 
Programs are taking the place of phii- 
ippics, and programs can be soberly 
examined and assessed, as unqualified 
criticisms and denunciations cannot be. 
We are not all of one mind: But we 
have ceased to be undivided into 
alarmists and defénders of society, 
and begin to redivide ourselves into 
workable groups. It is customary = to 
speak of this new classification as 
a division into progressives and reac- 
tionaries, but, after all, it is the old 
division between liberals and tories. 

“It is clear—clear, at any rate, to 
every genuine liberal—that many of 
the old formulas of our business and 


They do not fit the facts ang ‘circum- 
stances of the age. They were con- 
ceived and framed before business took 
on its present shapes, before politics 
got the methods it has recently de- 
veloped, and they must be changed to 
correspond with the actual facts. Our 
law was developed in a day of free 
and various individual contracts, as 
unlike as possible to our present day 
of alliance and combinations. Many of 
the very terms of our laws seem an- 
tiquated and meaningless as applied 
to modern transactions—and the lLib- 
eral would ‘make the punishment fit 
the crime.’ 


“Theory and Practice Do Not Jibe.” 


“Similarly, in politics, law and fact, 
theory and practice do not jibe. We 
still revere ‘representative govern- 
ment,’ but we. are forced to admit, 
when we scrutinize it closely, that, by 
one means or another, the governments 
we actually have have been* deprived 
of their representative character. They 
are filtered too fine through the sieve 
Of secret caucuses and other machine 
processes. We, the people, have not 
free access enough to our own agents, 
or direct enough control over them. 
We liberals mean, by one change or 
another, to make our government gen- 
uinely popular and  repfesentative 
again. We are cutting away anom- 
alies, not institutions, We are clear- 
ing away the jungle and letting in 
the pure light and air—not destroying 
the wholesome forest or creating 
waste places where there was pro- 
ductive growth.”’

Commissioner Quezon’s 
Plea to American People. 


He Recounts Many Reasons 


Why the Islands Should Be 


Independent--Says Americans 
‘Are Ignorant of Actual Con- 
ditions in the Philippines.

Manuel L. Quezon, one of the resi-! 


dent commissioners of the Philippine 
Islands, desires to enlist you in the 
cause of Philippine 
Speaking direct to the people of the 
United States, Commissioner Quezon, 
who has the rights and privileges ac- 
corded the delegates of the territories 
in congress, delivers this message: 

7 
people of the Philippine Islands and as 
their mouthpiece, I am directed to say 
that they seek from you that which it 
will cost you nothing to concede, some- 
thing which is, and ever will be, more 
to them than wealth and life—their 
liberty.” 

Commissioner Quezon is truly the 
representative of the Filipino people, 
although he has a colleague here in 
Washington, Commissioner Benito *Le- 

Sarda. Commissioner Quezon was 
chosen by the assembly, being the 
unanimous choice of all parties. His 
colleague is the representative of the 
Philippine commission and, therefore, 
is ‘not in sympathy with the demands 
of the Filtpinos for immediate inde- 
pendence. Commissioner Legarda is 
now in Paris. He is one of the mil- 
lionaires of Manila and American occu- 
pation is good enough for him. 

His Romantic Career. 

All the world knows what a strenu- 
ous person was, and is, Colonel Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Knowing both men it 
is plain that-the plum for strenuous- 
ness should go to the: “little brown 
man” from the Orient. Born in 1879, 
the commissioner has -had a romantic 
career, He ig the son of an officer of 
the Spanish army. In 1897 he/and his 
brother, aged 18 and 17, respectively, 
their father being dead, joined Aguin- 
aldo in the revolution against Spanish 
rule. A year later his brother Pedro 
was killed. Fighting the Spaniards 
when the Americans arrived in 1898, 
Quezon kept on fighting with Aguin- 
aldo until 1901, being in command of 
the Filipinos in the province of Bataan. 
In that year he was captured and 
served six months in a Manila military 
prison. Released, he went back to the 
University of Sante Tomas, in Manila, 
a university established by the Domi- 
incan priests in 1620, a century before 
‘Heidelberg, the famous German insti- 
tution fur learning was founded. Two 
years later his law coursé was com- 
Pleted and he embarked in his politi- 
cal career. 

Today, it is conceded hy every one 
familiar with internal conditions in 
the islands that Quezon ts ‘the idol 
of the people. When he returned to 
Manila last summer from the United 
States, he was given an ovation by 
50,000 enthusiastic countrymen, an ova- 
tion that far exceeded any public 
demonstration in honor of any man in 
the history of the archipelago. 

His rise in public life since 1903 has 
been rapid. He was first appointe/r 
prosecuting attorney for the province 
of Mindoro and later sent to his home 
province, Tayabas, serving there for a 
when he resigned and ran 
He was 
opposed by the rich men of the prov- 
ince, but received more votes than the 
combined vote of his two opponents. 
In 1907 he became a candidate for the 
assembly. and received the unanimous 
vote of hig province, After two years’ 
service in the assembly he was sent to 
Washington as the commissioner of 
the Filipino people. 

Filipino Independence. 

Commissioner Quezon’s battle cry is 
“Kilipino independence.” He believes 
that the Filipinos are capable of self- 
government and that the attitude of 
the United States government in re- 
gard to independence should be made 


known. 

“It is time we should be informed of 
the attitude of the United States gov- 
ernment toward the Philippine Isiands,” 
he emphatically declared today. “When 
the United States took possesson of the 
Philippines thirteen years ago, it was 
stated to the world that it was doing 
Filipino people to a 
high stanaard of civilization. When 
the United States made that statement 
it did not know the actual condition 
of the Filipinos in regard to educa- 
; tion. When the people of the United 
States came in contact with the Fili- 
pinos the first time, the only thing 
they knew about them was that there 
were some uncivilized people in the 
mountains, and the pevple . of the 
United States took for granted that 
all the rest of the islanders were, 
more or less, in about the same condi- 
tion. President McKinley sent a com- 
mission to study the real conditions 
of the Philippines, and the result of 
that investigation showed that the 
Filipinos, even at that time, were in 
much better condition and were more 
fit to govern themselves than were 
the people of Cuba to whom the inde- 
pendence was given immediately. Yet, 
the Filipinos were taken as warda, 
willingly or unwillingly; they accept- 
ed the guardianship of the United 
States, believing that it would 
be for the better, but alWays counting 
on the promise that they should be 
given independence. The Filipino pev- 
ple believe that the time has come to 
fulfil that promise, because with the 
lapse of years the Filipinos, if thirteen 
years ago were fit for self-government, 
are now more fit, owing to the prac- 
tical education they have received in 
political and governmental affairs. 

“I> think the time is now ripe to 
bring this fact to full view before the 

people of the United States. Up to the 
present “time the people of the United 
States have been kept in real ignor- . 
ance as to the real conditiong in the 
Philippines. They do not know any- 
thing about the country or its people. 
The only thing that many people know 
is that there are some Iigorrotes in the 
islands and they g0 half-bare and 
have a reputation of being head-hunt-

There are num- 
berless doctors who rank with the 
highest of their prof ssion either in 
Europe or this country There are 
politicians who ¢an nota any place 
in any legislative body of any nation 
and fill that place: with distinction. 
could go on telling names of people 
who, individually, have made a place 
for themselves in the history of,art, 
letters or science. . And as are the in- 
dividuals, so are the people in general. 
Law- abiding, honest, competent and 
gentlemen td the core. Our laws were 
wise laws and more modern and ad- 
vanced than even the laws of the 
United States. And I will say, though 
I say it with regret, that these laws, 
the best ones we had, have been gpoiled 
by the publication of new laws by the 
American commission without having 
given the former laws the considera- 
tton they deserved. I speak of this 
because it has been publicly stated 
by other people, who later on had a 
chance to study our former laws, that 
they were the wisest they» had ever 
read. The trouble has been that the 
Philippines have been used Dy the 
Americans as an experimenting sta- 
tion, and intoxicated with their ex- 
periments the Americans lose sight 
of the real purpose for which they 
hold the Philippine Islands. Not so 
the Filipinos, who, having at heart 
their independence, now protest 
against this drifting of things and de- 
mand that their cry for independence 
be heeded by this government. 


Why Islands Should Be Free. 


“There are many reasons why the 
Philippines should be free. In the 
first place, and the main one, is that 
the people are ready for it, and can 
ably govern themséives without fur- 
their intervention by the United States. 
In the second place, because the gov- 
ernment of the United States pledged 


itself before the whole world that in |; 


governing the Philippine Islands, the 
welfare of the Filipinos should be 
given first consideration, and this, I 
regret to say, has not been the case. 
A gradual letting in of the Filipinos 
in the government’s management has 
been promised time and time again, 
but although there has been some pre- 
tense that this has been done no such 
thing has occurred, and the most im- 
portant positions continue to be filled 
by Americans and not by Filipinos. 
The high-salaried positions are occu- 
pied by American citizens, and only 
the minor and unimportant ones are 
given to the natives. And even to this 
the American administration seems to 
have put a stop. Vacaricies occur and 


instead of choosing among those Fili- 


pinos who have been in close touch 
with the department in which the 
vacancy has taken place, someone is 
appointed who not only is not a Fili- 
pino, but who comes to the Philippines 
from the United States without hav- 
ing the slightest knowledge of the 
real conditions of the Filipino people. 
The result of this is that the new 
appointee starts a series of experi- 
ments again, and so the experimenting 
has continued § indefinitely, Third, 
comes another reason. And this is 
that the United States, even for selfish 
reasons, should be relieved of the 
charge of the FiHpinos. The occupa- 
tion of the Philippine Islands is cost- 
ing the government of the United 
States an enormous amount of money 
each year, hundrefis of militons, I 
would say. and much richer would be 
the United States without the Philip- 
pines. 

“The longer the United States re- 
tains the Philippine Islands, the great- 
er will be the temptation for American 
capital to exploit the islands. The 
more American capital is itntrenched 
in the Philippines, the more difficult 
would it be for the United States to 
grant us our independenge. because 
the American interests will demand 
of Unele Sam that he remain there and 
protect them, and we do not want 
American capital to take hold of our 
lands and our farms. President -Taft 
said that the ‘Phillppines are for the 
Filipinos,’ and these words have been 
engraved in the heart of every Fili- 
pino. But when we see the conduct of 
the administration out of conformity 
with this doctrine, we protest and de- 
mand that @ stop to the actual condi- 
tion of affairs be made at once and that 
our voice be heard.”’

gain of 40 per cent in horses and mules 
received, over the business of the pre- 
ceding year.

ESTIMATES OF ACREAGE _. 
INDICATE INCREASE 


New York. April 29.—(Special.)}—The 
Journal of Commerce and Commercial 
Bulletin says: 


The present special report of The 
Journal of Commerce and Commercial] 
Bulletin on cotton acreage is prelimi- 
nary in character, planting being so in- 
complete as to render estimates uncer- 
tain. The estimates of nearly 1,600 cor- 
respondents, of an average date April 
21,‘indicates an increase of 5.5 per cent 
over last year. This compares with an 
increase of 3.2 per cent a year ago at 
this time. 

All states show liberal increases with 
the exception of Mississippi, where fear 
of the boll weevil and an unfavorable 
season, thus far, discouraged cotton cul- 
tivation. After suffering a reduction in 
acreage for several successive years, 
Louisiana now comes into the season 
with the large increase of i6 per cent. 
Oklahoma wttl plant 21 per cent more, 
but considerable new Jand is acco:-nt- 
able for this increase. Texas, with a 7 
per cent increment, is an important fac- 
tor in the peneral rise. |

Except in a few states where copious 
rains have interfered with cultivation, 
preparation of the soil has been un- 
usually good.

~ Explains His Vote on Peti- 


tion For Reduced Rates 
in 1909, © 


S. G. McLendon, former chairman of 
the railroad commission, has issued the 
following statement relating to the 
question of reducing the rate on special 
iron articles which was first brought 
before the railroad commission by At- 
lanta hardware jobbers in»1909, and 
which, having been denied by the com- 
mission, was again brought up for con- 
sideration: in a somewhat different 
Shape by ninety-eight other jobbers 
from various parts of the state in 1910: 

“In June, 1909, having the deciding 
vote, I refused to reduce the carload 
rate on special iron articles from Sa- 
vannah to Atlanta from 28 cents to 13 
cents per 100 pounds. The Atlanta 
hardware jobbers, Hoke Smith’s clients. 
demanded this reduction. Savannah said, 
and I agreed with Savannah, that it 
would be unjust to give Atlanta the re- 
duction demanded unless, at the same 
time, a corresponding reduction should 
be made to all other points in this 
state. To have reduced to Atlanta alone 
would perhaps have cost the roads, and, 
therefore, saved the Atlanta jobbers 
$2,000 or $3,000 @ year. 


Reduction to All Points. 


“In 1910 the hardware jobbers of At- 
lanta gathered ninety-eight other job- 


their-arms and instead of demanding a 
reduction from the ports alone, for 
themselves alone, they demanded a re- 
duction that should apply from all 
points in the state to all other points 
in the state, and their petition was that 
special iron articles in carload lots 
should be charged class M rates instead 
of two-thirds of sixth-class rates. 

“An exhaustive investigation by the 
railroad commission showed that the 
granting of this petition would pro- 
duce the astounding result of reducing 
the revenue of the roads to the amount 
of $23,089.20 per annum and of reducing 
their revenue from special iron in car- 
load lots to the extent of 27 per cent. 
So the commission issued, October 21, 
1910, circular No. 351, ordering this uni- 
versal reduction to be made. 

“As the gross earnings of the roads 
for 1910 were $44,171,668.14, it will be 
seen at a glance that if circular No. 351 
had got in its deadly work on the earn- 
ings of that year, the gross would have 
been only $44,148,578.94. The hardware 
jobbers of the entire state, over a hun- 
dred of them, would have saved $23,- 
089.20. 

“If the whole state got $23,089.20 it 
would be interesting to know what the 
share of the Atlanta jobbers would 
have amounted to. If the 27 per cent 
reduction applied to every carload ship- 
ment from every point in the state to 
every other point in the state resulted 
in a reduction of the revenue of the 
roads of % of 1-10 of 1 per cent and an 
aggregate annual saving to over one 
hundred shippers of only $23,089.20 
what would have been the saving if the 
reduction had been made on no ship- 
ments except those moving from Savan- 
nah to Atlanta. 


Cost Several Thousand. 


“My refusal to grant this reduction 
because it would have been unjust to 
the ninety-eight jobbers outside of At- 


lanta, let us say, cost Hoke Smith’s 
clients $2,000 to $3,000 a year, 
“Circular 851 saves them perhaps a 
little more. What about circulars 316, 
317 and 318? Smith’s surrender of 1909, 
made complete in 1910, and his failure 
to enforce these circulars has saved the 


000. He cauld have moved hand in hand 
with Comer, of Alabama, and like 
Comer, he could put these circulars into 
effect not later than June 1, 1909. By 
their enforcement the people of Georgia 


than one-half. million dollars a year 

“The freight revenue of the three 
roads, Central, Southern and Coast 
Line, which are concerned in these cir- 
culars, exceeds $16,000,000 per annum, 
and the redfiction ordered is 8 per cent. 

“These circulars have had a lang nap 
under the temporary restraining orders 
and the neglect of Hoke Smith.

All of the Large Cities and a 
Number of Smaller Ones to 
Be Visited---The Purposes of 
he Organization Are Out- 
lined. 


Barnesville, Ga., April 29.—<Special.) 
The “Booster Car’ of the proposed 


| state chamber of commerce is to leave 


here on Wednesday morning, May 3. It 
will make a complete tour of Georgia, 
visiting all of the large cities, and 
quite a number of the smaller ones. 
Personal appeals are to be made to the 
officials and members of all the trades 
bodies in Georgia to support the move- 
ment for a state organization, and to 
send delegates to the convention to be 
held here, July 19, at which time the 
body will be formally organized. 

The tour of this car will probably do 
as much to promote interest in the 
commercial growth as the scout cars 
have done to create interest In good 
roads. 

In the party to leave here there will 
be Kmmett Langford, treasurer of the 
Barnesville chamber of commerce; Wil- 
liam Wakefield, secretary, and several 
other members of that organization, 
whose names will be mentioned later. 

. The “Booster Car’ will be a Primo, 
which has been generously donated 
for the use of the proposed chamber 
of commerce by the Primo Motor Com- 
pany of Atlanta. It will be a “Georgia 
product” boosting a movement that 
will eventually be of infinite value to 
the cities of the Empire State of the 
South. 

Route of Car. 

The first week the car will visit cit- 
fes on the route from Barnesville to 
Greenville, from Greenville to Carroll- 
ton, and then up to Rome. On Friday 
the party will turn back, coming to- 
ward Atlanta, arriving here during the 
forenoon of Saturday. The second week 
of the tour the car will strike out for 
Augusta, and the eastern portion of 
the state, gradually working to the 
south. The third week the car will 
leave Thomasville for Columbus, Fitz- 
gerald and Macon, where the tour will 
close. 

Since there has been considerable 
misunderstanding throughout Georgia 
as to the purposes of the proposed 
chamber of? commerce, it might be well 
to state briefly what the body is to 
be organized for, the benefits to be 
derived from the organization and the 
reciplents of the benefits thereof, 

The prime purpose, of course, is to 
have a central body to advertise Geor- 
gia throughout the country; to always 
be on the alert to care for its commer- 
cial interests; and to organized trade 
bodies in cities in the state where no 
such bodies now exist. 

Not a Political Scheme. 

It should be asserted in the begin- 
ning, also, that this body is not organ- 
ized to boost any particular city in 
Georgia. It is not a local affair by any 
manner of means. 
to further the ambitions of some poli- 
tician. It is purely and simply a move- 
ment for Georgia! For the different 
trade bodies in Georgia! 

Here are some of the purposes of the 
movement: First, to boost good roads; 
second, to give practical and imme- 
diate assistance to every local cham- 
ber of commerce that needs it; third, 
to promote trade bodies in towns 
where they do not now exist; fourth, to 
make a systematic campaign in ad- 
vertising Georgia where something 
can be obtained for Georgia; fifth, to 
encourage practical farming and the 
development of agricultural resources; 
sixth, to secure industrial enterprises 
for Georgia; seventh, to encourage 
Georgians to keep Georgia money at 
home. 

Letters have ‘heen received from 
nearly 40 trade bodies, stating that 
delegates will be sent to the conven- 
tion. Numbers of prominent men in 
Georgia and the United States wil! at- 
tend. Hon. Hoke Smith will attend. 

Already Barnesville is preparing to 
entertain the delegates, and the mayor 
and council of the city are exerting all 
their effortg to make the state chamber 
of commerce a reality.

INPALLIBLE? 


HERE ARE SOME MISTAKES 


Ry RR. J. Masaey. 

From “The Doctor,” a quarterly jour- 
nal of medicines and therapeutics, we 
learn that, “Of all the servants of man- 
Meat the physicians are apt to be the 

t abused. We criticise him. and 
éfi-hole hiv bills, but at the first 
‘eptagte we aré Janeling his Bef - in 
alarm. He goes into bed rooms un- 
announced. If what ‘he sees there sur- 
irides him, hé doés not fet it Be Wnown. 
the healing of bodies he has oppor- 
“unites for healing souls which could 
ever come to the priest. He is the 
lay father> confessor, regardiess of 
. greed. He always fits in. He is a safe 
‘shan. on committees; he can turn his 
‘Hana to any public business,” etc. 

To which we most heartily agree. 
But the question comes up: Are doctors 
infallible? Do they ever make mis- 
takes? If so, do they ever make mis- 
takes from which non-fatal results 
follow? 

z Mistakes of Doctors. 

We propose to give a few examples 
in which do¢tors have made mistakes, 
and, in spite of the doctors, the pa- 
tients got well. 

In a neighboring town some months 
ago an accomplished young lady, about 
twenty, was taken seriously sick; her 
physician pronounced her's a case of 
typhoid fever. Day by day she grad- 
ually grew weaker and worse, until 
after a consultation of three of the 
best doctors in the land she was pro- 
nounced in a hopeless condition, and 
must certainly die within a few days. 
At this time she was conscious, and 
was made aware of the opinion of the 
doctors. Every preparation was made 
to meet her death and have a funeral. 
‘It so happened that two of her brothers 
and a sister [fived out of the state.. It 
was decided by the good family that 
they should be telegraphed for. But not 
until the time of her death was cer- 
tain. In the meantime, however, her 
good mother, Ike all good housewives, 
began to prepare for the coming of the 
children, and other necessary expenses 
incident to the table and otherwise. 
Among her other preparations she de- 
_¢ided to have a big poundcake on hand, 
besides other delicacies. She went to 
work and prepared the cake and deli- 
eacies and placed them for safe keep- 
ing in a smahi room connected with the 
bed room of the sick daughter. That 
night, about 12 o'clock, the daughter, 


‘the good cake, and aroused, 


although gradually sinking, was no- 
ticed to be resting very easily. The 
nurse thought it was a good time fer 
her to retire and take a few hours’ rest, 
leaving the sick girl alone. After every- 
thing was quiet, all at once she smelt 
} and with 
great difficulty went into the back 
room and sat down by it, without get~- 
ting up until she had eaten at least 
three-fourths of the big. cake, and 
othed delicacies in ‘proportion. In due 
time the nurse returtdd and found the 
patient in a deep/ sweet sleep, which 
continued for sé@veral hours. Next 
morning, after , breakfast, the good 
housewife in the routine of her duties 
wernt to have the cake and delicacies 
prepared for coming, events, when, lo 
and behold! there were.but little cake 
or delicacies left.” For two days suspi- 
cion rested very heavily upon the 
nurse, every member Of the family 
thinking the nurse had eaten the cake 
and delicacies, mot dreaming that the 
poor sick girl was able to even turn 
over, much less walk into the’ other 
room and eat at least a pound and a 
half of cake and other things in pro- 
portion; But this heavy eating had so 
pfevoked an appetite after this, on the 
third day the girl had improved so she 
éould sit up. She called her mother in 
and made a confession of what she had 
done. Suffice it to say that within two 
weéeKs the young lady was able to as- 
sume her place in .the household, and 
has for several times since been the re- 
ciplent of social attention in the city 
of Atlanta. 
. Whooping Cough Epidemic. 

Phe surreptitious act ofthis. young 
lady brings to mind a similar incident 
in middle Georgia during the year 1837. 
At this time there ‘was raging en epi- 
demic of whooping cough. A well-to-do 
farmer had many negroes down with 
whooping cough, among th&m a boy by 
the name of Mingo. It was* usual] in 
these days among those good old farm- 
ers to have a room on the place set 
apart as a “sick room.” This old gen- 
tleman had one, and in it at this time 
were five or six very sick negroes with 
whooping cough; Mingo was one of 
them. He continued to grow worse, 
the family doctor was called in, and, 
after weveral weeks’ treatment, the 
doctor dismissed Mingo, telling his 
master he was obliged to die, and he 


| was no use taxing him with a. bill 
when he could do him no good, stating 
that Mingo was apt to die at any 
moment, and they let Mingo know it. 
At this time the two sons of the old 
gentleman had been out rabbit hunting, 
and were successfal, bringing back sev- 
eral fat bucks. The good old house- 
keeper, from actual practice and. ex- 
perience of many. years, knew how 
good‘a “rabbit. pie” was, and decided 
at once to have big rabbit pie for 
both white and black. Not having .a 
convenient place in any other reom,, 
‘he decided to stéw the rabbit in the 
{sick room, and. héré it was ‘on’ the fire 
for ‘several hours in making - fomes 


that provoked hunger from every ore’ 
in the room, even to the dying boy, 
Mingo. It seems that, from some cause, 
the. other patients didn't notice Mingo, 


but when his good old mistress went) 


out Mingo slippéd to the dish of rab- 
bit and ate a whole one, very much to 
the horror of the whole family. They 
even sent for the doctor, who refused 
to come, saying it was“no use—Mingo. 


'was going to die anyhow.” But, to the 


surprise of everybody, Mingo  there- 
upon left the bed, and within three or 
four weeks had recovered sufficiently 
to take his usual position among the 
household, and lived to be set free at 
the end of the civil war in 1865. 

On this same plantation there was 
among the negroes an old man who 
was familiarly called “Uncle Jack.” His 
place was at the head of the gang who 
hoed corn and cotton. Once he got 
sick, and “went dead.” He was pre- 
pared for the funeral—placed in his 
coffin. But, before fastening \up the 
coffin, an hour or two after being 
placed in there, some member of the 
people went to see how Uncle Jack 
looked when dead, whén, to his horror, 
he found Uncle Jack had turned over 
in the coffin, lying fate downward. 
Uncle Jack was taken out and restora- 
tives administered, and Uncle Jack re- 
covered. ’ 
Knew He Wasn't Dead. 

Uncle Jack said he always knew he 
“wasn’t dead.” "Kase how old Hard 
Martin, de preacher, said as how, if a 
man is dead, he goes to hebben or to 
dat other place.

Joe Woods and his family. During the trial Woods held his baby on his} 
knee, the child evincing great affection for its parent. 
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Statesboro, Ga., April 29.—(Special.) 
What was one of the hardest fought 
criminal cases of not only this term of 
court, but in several years, was the 
case of Joe Woods, the young white 
man, convicted Thursday for the fourth 
time of the murdering of “Wink” 
Mikell, a companion, on Christmas Eve 
day, 1907. 

Since then Woods has been convicted, 
and on several terms of the court his 
case has been postponed. A new trial 
was granted him, and his counsel had 
great hopes this time for his liberty. 
Wood claims the killing was an acci- 
dent, stating that Mikell attempted to 
jerk the gun from under his arm, when 
it was discharged, blowing off the top 
of Mikell's head. Woods was arrested 
and given a preliminary hearing and 
held for manslaughter, but the grand 
jury indicted him for murder, since 
which time he has been in jail here. 

There is a pathetic history connected 
with Woods’ jail sentence. The accom- 
panying picture shows the prisoner, his 
wife and two little children. For 
months and months this faithful wife, 
believing her husband innocent of the 
murder, paid regular visits to the jail 
to see her husband, taking with her 
food and comforts from their country 
heme in the upper section of this coun- 
ty. She would come in almost weekly 
to see her husband, cheering him in 
spirit. with each .visit. 

A short time ago, however, these vis- 
its ceased, and the prisoner can now 
only sit in his. cell and gaze at the pic- 
ture of his wife with fond recollec- 
tions, and then with gloom, for it was 
one of the most tragic endings on record 
in this county that Mrs. Woods eaine to 
her death. It was while she was’ bath- 
oe onl children on a Sunday! 


afternoon her skirt ignited from the 
flames in the fireplace, and before she 
realized that she was afire the flames 
had leaped up her back and gained such 
headway until it was impossible for 
her to extinguish them. 

She ran out in the back yard and 
called for help, ‘but there was no one 
near enough to lend assistance. She 
rolled in the dirt, evidences of which 
were plain when the body was discov- 
ered. Doubtless thinking of her little 
ones in the house, and they, too, near 
the fireplace, she made an effort to 
reach them. She got as far as the 
piazza, and there stood until every 
thread burnt from her body save her 
collar band and shoes. When she was 
found she was perfectly nude, 

Woods was notified of the horkible 
ending of his wife, and was taken#by 
officers td his little home, where it is 
said he broke down. 

At the last trial of the case this pic- 
ture was painted, and there were few 
dry eyes in the jury box.

For mites and lif about poultry 
houses; kerosene emulsion is made as 
follows: Take one-half pound of hard 
s0ap and shave it into a gallon of soft 
Water and put it on a fire to boll. By 
the time it has boiled the soap will 
have dissolved. Then remove the soap 
solution from the fire and stir into it at 
once while hot two gallons of kerosene 
(cOal oil). This will make a creamy 
emulsion, which is made ready for use 
by diluting with ten times the amount 

soft water and stirring well, It can 

used as a,spray, dip or wash. 

Apply on walis, floors, roosts, etc. A 
second application should be made in 
ten days. 

Sports are very common among the 
breeds of poultry that have been creat- 
ed during the past 40 or 50 years.

All makes require 
attention at least twice a day, to fill 
the lamp and air the eggs.

Shortly will 
appear a cut of a home-made, fireless 
brooder, which wil lexplain the con- 
struction. For twenty-five chicks I 
find nothing better than a cheese box 
with a small door cut in it for the 
chicks to pass in and out.

Would Have Year to 
Consist of 364 Days. 


The Governments of European 
Countries Have Received In- 
vitations to Conference on the 
Subject of Fixing Easter as 
Holiday. 


By Pau] Lambeth. 

April 22.—(Special.)—A 
radical, novel and interesting 
change of the calendar is un- 
der consideration in parliament. 
The author is Robert Pearce, who 
proposed to push the clock on one 
hour so that people might have more 
daylight. His new scheme is to make 
364 days constitute a year and also to 
make Easter a stationary or fixed 
holiday. The governments of Euro- 
pean countries have received an invi- 
tation from the Swiss government to 
take part in an international diplo- 
matic conference on the subject of 
fixing Easter and generally re-form- 
ing the calendar. 

There is now before the housé of 
commons a calendar reform bill, de- 
signed to serve the purpose. This Dill 
purposes to regularize the quarters of 
the year, and adjust the days of:the 
week and of the month, and fix holi- 
days depending upon Easter. With 
this view, the first day of the year 
would be a holiday, but it would not 
be a day of the week or of the month 
or quarter. This leaves for the rest 
of the year 364 days, which divide 
exactly into four equal quarters of 91 
days each, ang into 52 weeks. 

Bach quarter would contain 18 
weeks, divided into two months of 30 
days each, and one of 31 days. The 
ordinary quarter days would not be 
interfered with. 

Easter Sunday and all the movable 
feasts, fasts and dates dependent upon 
it woulq be fixed so as to fall regu- 
larly on the same day of the same 
month, as well as on the same day of 
the week. April 14 would always be 
Easter Sunday. Christmas Day, De- 
cember 25, would always be on a Mon- 
day. To provide for leap year, one 
other holiday, called leap year day, 
woulg be inserted between June 31 and 
July 1.

procity to Give Taft Trouble. 


Washington, April 29.—(Special.)— 
Roosevelt for 1912. This suggestion 
has-been «made in Washington. within 
the past few days by 
republican senator, by one of his col- 
leagues who is admittedly ‘a reactiona- 
ary. republican, and- by a former re- 
publican federal officeholder of promi- 
nence, all. representing different sec- 
tions of the country. 

Colonel. Roosevelt has said that he 
does not want to be a candidate for 
the. pres'dency_next year, and jhe has 
been quoted to the effect that mo true 
friend of his will mention his name in 
that connection. However, none of the 
three -men referred to has ever been 
recognized as a close friend of the for- 
mer president. One, the insurgent, has 
been known as a Roosevelt man, but 
he was éven more an enthusiastic Taft 
man in 1908. 

They do not advance the hsaseveit 
suggestion from any feeling of friend- 
liness for him. It is rather a matter 
of’expediency, they say. They all want 
to see a republican elected president in 
1912, and the developments of recent 
months have convinced them that there 
is just one possibility of that’s being 
brought about—by making Roosevelt 
the standard-bearer. 

No Disposition to Start a Boom. 

As yet there is no main Bae 4 Fy 
start a Roosevelt boom, so fat 4¢ ean 
be learned. ‘The insurgent republic¢ad 
referred to is so allied with Senator 
La Follette that he could not come out 
for Roosevelt as long as the Wisconsin 
man is making an open fight for the 
nomination. La. Follette is quietly 
building up.an organization in almost 
every. state in the union,.and. he is a 
boha fide candidate, whether or not re- 
publican leaders take him seriously. 
Naturally, his insurgent associates 
must be for him, but some of them 
do not see the possibility of his nomi- 
nation or election, and they are look- 
ing for a situation to develop that will 
make Roosevelt's nominajion a com- 
paratively easy matter. 

The, reactionaries who suggest 
Roosevelt are not enthusiastic about it, 
and it is not likely that they would 
encourage a movement to make hima 
real candidate. They simply say that 
if the party wants to win there is but 
one man to nominate. 

Whether Roosevelt would take the 
nomination is another question. There 
is a man in Washington—and his ngme, 
if it could be used, would cause party 
men generally to sit up and take|no- 
tice—-who has talked with the 
president recently, and he’ says that 
Rooseve}t will take the nomination, if 
it comes to him in the right way. He 
goes even further, and declares that 
Roosevelt will permit a movement in 
his behalf later on, if the present polit- 
ical tendency continues. 

This sort of talk comes as a surprise 
to poHtical observers in Washington, 
for it has been a matter of general 
months that there would be 
no serio opposition to President 
Taft's renomination. It has been as- 
sumed that the insurgents, or “pro- 
gressives,” as they prefer to be styled, 
would put up something of a contest 
for La Follette or Cummins, but that 
it would not assume dangerous propor- 
tions, and the nomination would go to 
Taft by a large vote. That a repub- 
lican president is entitled to a renom- 
ination is traditional, and the rule has 
been broken but once, and that in the 
case of President Hayes, whose renom- 
ination was out of the question, be- 
cause of the nature of the fight that 
landed him in the white house instead 
of: Tilden. 

What Friends of Taft Say. 

It is significant, perhaps, that this 
talk emanates from the senate just a. 
this time, and friends of President Taft 
do not hesitate to declare that it is 
simply a part of the fight against Ca- 
natian reciprocity. They say that the 
senators who are bitterly opposed to 
reciprocity are merely trying to “throw 
a seare” Into the president and cause 
him to ease off the pressure he is 
bringing to bear to force the measure 
through the senate. 

However that may be, there is no 
gainsaying the fact that republican 
leaders from all.parts of the country 
are distressed over the party’s pros- 
pects for next year. At no time since 
the passage of the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
law has there been anything in the 
generet outlook to encourage repub- 
licans, and, although the leaders have 
been trying to put up a good front by 
declaring publicly that the situation is 
growing better. in private conversation 
they express views so gloomy as to be 
almost Stygian. 

Canadian reciprocity has certainly 
put the party in an awkward position, 
whatever the merits of the policy may 
be. If is the pet measure of the Taft 
administration, and the president 
called congress’ in extraordinary ses- 
sion for the express purpose of pro- 
curing Its enactment into law. But,

Washington, April 29.—Right-of-way 
for the “farmers’ free list bill” in the 
house next week was provided for to- 
day when the house voted in effect to 
put aside the “discharge calendar’ on 
Monday and to meet an hour earlier 
each day until the bill is voted on. 

The democratic leaders did not ac- 
complish this result until after the 
republicans had taunted them about 

A ays aside “calendar Monday,” pro- 

ded for: by coalition of insurgent re- 
hes iblicams and democrats. last congress, 
and perpetuated by thé present con- 
gress. 

No sooner had Representative Un- ‘ 
derwood, majority floor leader, made 
a motion to recess instead of adjourn- 
ing until 11 o’clock Monday’ morning, 
than Representative Dalzell, of the 
minority, made the point of order that 
such a motion would interfere with the 
regular order, and, furthermore, would 
displace consideration of the general 
service pension bill and other bills 
on the “discharge calendar” for Mon- 
day. 

“Would the gentleman rob the coun- 
try of the benefit of the discharge 
calendar wrung from an unwilling ma- 
jority in a revolution. so short a time 
ago?” inquired ex-Speaker Cannon. 

Underwood’s Retort. 

“We believe in -the discharge cal- 
endar,” retorted Representative Under- 
wood, “but we are now seeking to 
lower the taxes on some 92,000,000 peo-- 
ple, and we deem that more important 
than the discharge calendar.” 

Mr. Dalzell withdrew his objection 
to the course mapped out by the demo- 
_crats. 

The contest of party leaders at the 
close of the day had been preceded by 
five hours’ general debate on the 
“farmers’ free list bill.” 

The final speech of the day. was by 
Representative Heflin, of Alabama, who 
took the floor to “say something ‘about 
the republican party.” 

To the insurgents, whom, he said, 
did not “insurge long enough,” he ex- 
tended ean invitation, from the demo- 
cratic party to “come ye out from 
among them and be ye separate from 
them.” He described the stand-pat- 
ters as a dying race, never going for- 
ward, but always backward. He liken- 
ed the “new nationalism’ to a dog 
“that smelt game, but couldn’t quite 
locate it.” é 

G. 0. P. Aceused of Pretense. 

Representative Heflin accused the 
republican party of pretending to be' 
the friend of the American laboring | 
man and then bringing in hundreds 
of thousands of foreigners to supplant 
him in his labor. He referre& to the 
immigrants as including bomb ‘*throw- 
ers and anarchists that “strike at our 
western civilization, but permitted to 
land because the steamship companies 
find their transportation a profitable 
business and contribute to the repub- 
lican campaign funds.”

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MRS. WALTER LAMAR MAKES 


-AN APPEAL FOR HOSPITALS 


Mrs. Walter Lamar, of Macon, who 
has recently visited several points in 
the state with Mrs. Hugh Willet, pres- 
ident of the Georgia Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, is making.an earnest 
appeal to the people of the state to 
see to it the state establishes hospitals 
in state educational institutions. Mrs. 
Lamar addressed the Albany Chautau- 
qua on the subject, and read letters 
from Chancellor Barrow, of the state 
university, and letters from presidents 
of all the state colleges, setting forth 
the needs of the hospitals. She was 
cordially received wherever she spoke. 

In part, Mrs. Lamar explained the 
movement which has been started by 
the State Federation of Wumen’s Clubs, 
as follows: 

“A tragic death as a result of inad- 
equate hospital facilities in the state 
schools prompted some of the women 
of Georgia to look into the subject 
of how Georgia cares for sick boys 
and girls at the five colleges belong- 
ing to the university system.

The opera has come to Atlanta to 
etay. The Auditorium will hereafter 
be the center of operatic life tn the 
south, and no one who witnessed the 
performances the past week could fail

AS SEEN BY MRS. HINMAN 


(Written for The Constitution.) 

It was snowing when we reached 
Salzburg, on the frontier of Austria, 
near the Bavarian line, and. every- 
thing -was covered with a mantle of 
white—mountains, trees and ground— 
a beautiful sight.

Sajzburg was a Roman fort in the 
early centuries A. D., and suffered the 
usual vicissitudes of forts of that day.

If you arrive in Poplar Springs at 
meal time you can hear Peggy's melo- 
dious voice Hfted up in a hymn of 
thanksgiving the minute you get off 
the car. Following the music, you go 
up the lane to -the right and finally 
arrive at Mr. Gossett’s farm, where 
there are enough animal curiosities to 
keep. you busy for the rest of the day. 

If Mr. Gossett likes your looks he 
will take you out to the sty where 
Peggy lies, some 400 pounds of her, 
basking in the sun. All your fears and 
doubts are then set at rest, for thera, 
plainly visible, are Peggy’s eight, per- 
fectly good pedal extremities. Peggy's 
limbs branch off just at the wrist into 
two well-formed, divided hoofs. If 
poked in the ribs she will get up out 
of a comfortable mud puddle and walk 
on all eight of them at the same time. 
It must be admitted, however, that her 
gait is an undignified shamble. If she 
is in any particular hurry she is apt to 
stub a casual foot or so and give-ut- 
terance to plaintive grunt. 

Eight Good Feet. 

Mr. Gossett calls Peggy a Berkshire- 
Poland-China sow. He can give no ex- 
planation of her superabundant feet, 
unless it be that the rich Georgia feed 
given her progenitors produced an ex- 
tra supply of energy that just had to 
sprout out somewhere. As pigs’ feet 
are a popular Teutonic delicacy, Mr. 
Gossett hopes that Peggy’s tribe will 
increase so that he may be able to sup- 
ply the delicatessen shops with this ar- 
ticle of diet at cut rates. 

An ordinary pig has eight toes, while 
Peggy has sixteen. Just to give you 
a look at the other extreme, Mr. Gos- 
sett will next exhibit a number of pigs 
with only four toes. He calls them 
mule-footed hogs, and says that for- 
merly the breed was well established 
in Georgia. They have since died out 
to a great extent and so far as Mr.

IT’S JUSRTHE COMMON HOUSE FLY

(Mr. Hatch is chairman of the “fly- 
fighting committee” of the American 
Civic Association, which is chiefly re- 
sponsible for the national campaign 
against the: fly, which is now ' being 
carried on. His committee has issued 
many “tracts’ against ‘the fly, includ- 
ing the pamphiet, The. House. Fly,at 
the Bar” and the leaflet, “Beware of 
the Dangerous House Fily,”.which also 
gives “Rules For Dealing With the Fly 
Nuisance.” These are sent all over the 
country to individuals and organiza- 
tions, who wish to aid in the work of 
fly extermination by starting local’ 
campaigns of education.)

“The land was corrupted by reason 
of the swarm of flies,” says the Book 
of Exodus, refering to the plague of 
these insects in Egypt. The common 
house fly has followed mankind since 
the dawn of history. He lives only 
where man has made his home. Though 
the sacred writers had some apprecia- 
tion of the pestiferous nature of the 
fly, it is only comparatively recently 
that we have learned that he deserves 
the title of “the moss, dangerous ani- 
mal on earth.” 

Dr. Daniel D. Jackson, finding that 
flies, attracted by floating sewage in 
the slips, swarmed along the water- 
front, set a large number of traps at 
different points on the North and East 
river shores in New York city. The 
captives were found to carry innumer- 
able fecal bacilli on their legs and 
bodies. One which was “caught in 
South street had more than 125,000 on 
him. By means of a map which in- 
dicated the case of typhoid and intes- 
tinal diseases by black dots, he proved 
that the increase in the number of 
these diseases was in direct proportion 
to the number of files. The vast ma- 
jority of the cases were In the parts of 
the city nearest the polluted water 
front. 

A thorough-going reform of the sani- 
tary conditions in the district affected,

It is 
also estimated that the reform, as 
recommended, would reduce the num- 
ber of cases of illness from these causes 
about 50,000 annually. As the result of 
investigations+ carried on in various 
parts of the world confirmatory testi- 
mony by many authorities is available 
so that the transmission of disease by 
the fly is no longer a mere theory, but 
is a truth that has been sclentific- 
ally established. In fact a little more 
than a year ago Dr. L. O. Howard, of 
the. Unite@ States department of agri- 
culture, proposed the name of “typhoid

Washington, has 
estimated that,the ‘decrease in the vital 
assets of the United States through ty~ 
phoid fever is *more * than $350; 000, 000 
annually. Although physicians do’ not 
agree ag to the. proportion of .re 
sibility fer typhoid which must be 
creditéd to flies, polluted water and in- 


fected milk, most of them agree that 


flies are the cauge of a very important 
part. The people of this country spend 
over $10,000,000 annually for screens 
to. protect themselves against flies and 
mosquitoes. The monetary cost to the 
nation because of the fly, even without 
the infinitely moré important consider. 
ation that should make each of us 
guard the health and life of ourselves 
and our families, forms an effective 
argument in favor of the extermination 
of the fly pest. : 

For the fly. plague need not be en- 
dured as a visitation of Providence. It 
may be stamped out by the systematic 
adoption by individuals and by the 
public of the method of cleanliness. 
The fly is born In, lives and thrives 
upon filth. If no filth is allowed to 
accumulate in a house or its neighbor- 
hood it will not be troubled by flies, for 
they do not ordinarily stray far from 
their breeding places and their sources 
of food. In'‘a thoroughly clean neigh- 
borhood they cannot live in the face 
of screens preventing their access to 
food, and in the absence of manure 
heaps and othem receptacles for filth 
in which to deposit their eggs. 

The investigation by Dr. Jackson 
into the relations existing between 
flies and sewage led to the forma- 
tion of a special committee of the 
American Civic Association to urge the 
extermination of the fly. This com- 
mittee, besides publishing literature on 
the subject, arranged for the manufac- 
turing of the moving picture film en- 
titled “The Fly Pest,’’ which has been 
shown in hundreds of moving picture 
halls. Lantern slides YTllustrating the 
same subject as the film are loaned to

Pexhibit consisting of photographs and 


placards, warning against the fly pest, 
fs also to be had by local organizations. 
The fly-fighting committee offers sub- 
stantial cash prizes for essays on “The 
House FPily:as a Carrier of Disease,” 
written by children of the primary and 
gTammar school classes.

The méthods of ridding a neighbor- 
hood of flies are comparatively simple, 
or would be to a fly-fighter with des- 
potic power over a community, for to 
insure the success of this work, co- 
operation is absolutely essential. A 
carelessly conducted stable may nullify 
the conscientious efforts of a whole 
neighborhood of fily-fighters. While 
the creation of a spirit which shall 
cond gions on his premises is necessary, 
sponsibility for maintaining , sanitary 
conditions on is premises is necessary, 
the health officer is the most effective 
single agent for carrying out this re- 
form, for it is his duty to enforce 
against all such ordinances as public 
opinion is strong enough to have en- 
acted. 

The replacing of the horse by the au- 
tomobile makes the city street less in- 
viting to flies, and as they do not ordi- 
narily fly higher than eight feet, our 
skyscrapers are largely free from them, 
but the mere advance of invention will 
not rid us of the plague. Individual 
eare to keep one’s own house free from 
filth so that they shall have no breed- 
ing places in or immediately. about it, 
is unavailing unless the same pains are 
taken by one’s neighbors. It is neces- 
sary to enact ordinances, as has been 
done quite generally by cities in In- 
diana, Kansas and California, which all 
can be made to observe, so that the 
careful ghall. not have to suffer from 
oe sins of their short-sighted neigh- 

ors.

they were not hurt at all, and the crop 
of little figs is very large. 

There has been a good deal of talk 
of a method having been invented for 
shipping figs to the northern markets, 
but so far as Known, there doesn’ tseem 


to be much to it. That such a method 
will be invented sooner or later seems 
sure, and when it is found the shipping 
of figs will be a big thing for south 
Georgia, as no crop is easier grown or 
more prolific, and the many different 
varieties coming at different times 
would keep the crop on the market a 
good while. 

As for blackberries, south Georgians 
feel that they are indeed “bawn an’ bred 
in -de briar patch,” and they wouldn't 
know how to get through a summer 
without blackberry pies and dumplings. 
It is even said that there are still 
housewives who continue to make 
blackberry wine in spite of the law, but 
then what does a woman care about 
breaking laws that she didn’t have 
anything to do with making anyhow, 
and the mere man who would be $fool-

One of the funmtest of the Old Lady of 
Printing House Square's vagaries was 
the way in which it referred to the 
late unlamented Crippen, the American 
medical man who murdered his wife 
and was hanged for it es “Dr.”’ Crip- 
pen. No. Crippen had a perfectly good 
medical degree, but it was American, 
and, therefore, I suppose regarded as 
counterfeit by the pundits who edit The 
Times.

Analyzing the tendency toward secretiveness still pursued by a 
large number of important American corporations, The Cleveland 
Leader outlines, as follows, the folly of such a policy: | 


Business as well as the public would be greatly benefited by general pub- 
licity. Many of the difficulties faced by the men who handle great corporation 
interests are due to misconceptions of their motives on the part of millions of 
citizens and voters. Business transactions and methods wholly necessary and 
advantageous to the buyer as well as the seller are misconstrued to have a 
predatory purpose merely because of the secrecy that hides them. 

Publicity would check the unjust and dangerous tirades &gainst legitimate 
and beneficial business heard so constantly from soap-box orators and seen s0 
often in the columns of newspapers that get their profits by appealing to ignor- 
ance and. prejudice. It would strengthen business by giving it the confidence 
of the public when such confidence is deserved. 


It may accurately be said that a large percentage of dema- 
goguery in public life in America is traceable to the. close-mouthed ; 


policy recently followed by all considerable corporations. —_ 

Regardless of how dependent upon the public good will they; 
might be, the manacere ot these concerns used formerly to follow | 
the invariable prectice of keeping the public out of their confidence. 

Asan inevitable result; there was created a rich field for the 
‘demagogue, since the corporation had itself built up public ignor- 
ance regarding its policies or intentions, and the amount of preju- 
dice possible to be created was limited only by the ingenuity and 
scruples of the agitator. 

Fortunately, a reverse trend is apparent. 

Some of the largest corporations, are exerting every effort to be 
candid with the people, depending upon a sense of justice to protect 
them against the unjust charges of politicians. 

Big business has much yet to learn in this particular, however. 

The tariff agitation on now in Washington is an instance. Some 
of the selfish interests are distributing information that is deliber- 
ately misrepresentative in the effort to conjure further tariff favors. 

Such practices are.not.caleulated to further. amicable relations 
between big business and the public. 
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DIAZ IN. HISTORY. * «

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A MARVELOUS RAILROAD RECORD. 


One of the highest tributes to the “efficiency” now. becoming 
increasingly popular, is contained in recent comment, as follows, by 
The Haverhill, Mass., Gazette, on the remarkable absence of casu-/ 
alties during the past year on the Harriman‘ lines: 


While the railroads of Great Britain have reduced their percentage of casu- 
alties to three or four, according to the latest reports, not a single passenger 
was killed last year on the Union Pacific, Southern Pacific and the lines of the 
latter road in Mexico, a total of 17,960 miles. During that period these lines 
carried a total of 49,491,000 persons in round numbers. The number of passen- 
gers carried on all the roads throughout the country are not yet available. It 
is estimated by the officials of the Harriman lines, above mentioned, that if the 
record maintained by the various roads throughout the country kept pace with 
the reduction on their lines the total number of passengers killed in 1910 would 
be between 25 and 30. Some idea of the progress in safe operation in recent 
years may be obtained from the fact that the number of accidents on the Union 
Pacific in-1903 and part of 1904 was 20 for 1,000,000 locomotive miles, while in 
the last half of 1910 there were but four accidents for each 1,000,000 miles. The 
record of the Union Pacific is given as an indication of. the general progress in 
safety of oper tion throughout the country during the period mentioned.

GRAND JURY ASKS LEGISLATURE 
TO PASS LAW AGAINST TIPPING

Athens, 
If the 
county in the 
‘Jegislature, Hon. 
DuBose, attends to the business of 
passing laws which has been cut out 
for him by the grand jury of his home 
county, there will be busy times ahead 
for him during the fifty days and there 
will be pages of history on the law 
books of the future that will keep his 
mame fresh in remembrance of the 
people of the state. 

Among other things the grand jury 
has urged the representative to pre- 
pare, introduce and press for passage 
a law against tipping. The resolution 
of the grand jury as contained in the 
presentments of that body recently 
read in open court is as follows: “We 
note the rapid tendency on the part 
of porters, waiters, stewards and oth- 
er employees of public transportation 
' lines, hotels, boarding houses, restau- 
* rants, cafes and other public service 
' §nstitutions of the country to ignore 
the plain duty of giving adequate and 
proper service to passengers and 


guests unless remunerated with a mon- 
etary consideration popularly Known 
as ‘tips.’ 

“This custom unless restrained will 
inevitably result in confusion and con- 
flict and destroy tthe rights to the trav- 
eling public to that service to which 
they are entitled as passengers and 
patrons of public service institutions. 

“We would, therefore, suggest that 
adequate laws, with sufficient penal- 
ties attached, be enacted to prevent 
the giving or receiving of ‘tips,’ either 
in money or other things of value, for 
the performance of the required and 
legal duties incidlent to porters, wait- 
ers, stewards andother employees con- 
nected with all) transportation lines, 
hotels, boarding: houses, restaurants, 
cafes and other public service institu- 
tions within the boundaries of this 
state, and we request that the repre- 
sentative from Clarke county .intro- 
duce at the approaching session of the 
Georgia legislature a bg to such ef- 
fect and that he and the senator from 
this district use their best efforts to 
insure ‘the passage of same,”

Assembling an Army in 10 Days 

Never before in the history of this 
country was so large a body of troops 
mobilized at one point in so short a 
time as was taken in establishing the 
maneuver camp at San Antonio, Texas. 
Orders for the movement of the troops 
were issued from the war department 
during the afternoon of March 6. The 
Seventeenth infantry, stationed at Fort 
McPherson, Ga., was the first organiza- 
tion to receive its orders at 9:30 that 
night. By 4 p. m., March 16, just ten 
days later, an army numbering practi- 
cally 20,000 was encampedg about the 
Texas city. In the May number of 
Popular Mechanics Magazine, L. Wil- 
liam Thavis explains how it was pos- 
sible to perform this remarkable feat, 
and the credit is largely given to the 
war college, where army officers re- 
ceive theoretical training. He says: 
“At the war college in Washington, 
the mobilization of just sich bodies 
of troops as those now encamped about 
San Antonio is one of the chief studies 
of the course. Even the smallest de- 
tail in connection with such an under- 
taking is not overlooked. Plans are 
prepared for the mobilization of forces 
about practically every large city in 
the country. Every particle of infor- 
mation that might be needed in the 
preparation of these plans is at hand 
at the war college, so that nothing 
neéd be left to guess work. When 
once one of these mobilization plans 
has been completed by the officers un- 
der instruction at the institution and 
approved by those in authority, it is 
fileg away for future reference. In- 
cluded in the work of the war college 
there is the collection, arrangement 
and publication of historical, statisti- 
cal and geographical information; war 
maps, American and foreign; general 
information regarding foreign armies 
and fortresses; and collation and dis- 
cussion of all obtainable data relating 
to strategical, tactical and logistic 
features of future military ‘operations 
and formation of complete working 
plans for passing from state of peace 
to state of war. With such an ar- 
rangement, every possible bit of as- 
sistance is given the army officers when 
ne oe comes to order troops into the 
fle ee

pratenresh of a Wireless Message Taken by. its Own Light. These Same Waves Which Affected the Photo- 


graphic Plate Are Those Which Are Harmful to Humanity. 
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HE malignant effects of X-ray, ultra-violet 
rays and the somewhat similar rays emit- 
ted by radium are well known to the 

world of science. Wasting away of tissue, de- 
struction of hair and sometimes destruction of 
the minds of those who handled these forces 
without sufficient protection were common until 
protective devices were made, A mysterious dis- 
ease of the teeth, involving their loosening and 
dropping, without the recognized causes being 
present, bas led scientific men abroad to con- 


sider the effects of the little known electric: 


wave sent forth by wireless telegraphy. 

Since the transmission of messages by waves 
in the air has become commercially practicable 
an enormous number of these waves are trans- 
mitted hour after hour, through day and night. 
This, the scientists argue, disturbs the electrical 
equilibrium of the atmosphere and lets loose an 
infinite number of destructive particles, ecom- 
parable to the same destructive particles in the 
X-ray or in radium. 

These particles; it is hazarded, are not only 
responsible for a new disease of the teeth ‘which 
is becoming prevalent, but in time will also 
involve the destruction of the hair, the skin and 
perhaps the minds of the people at large. Dr. 
Rolfe Hensingmuller, of the University of Got- 
tingen, one of those studying the effects of the 
yuireless waves. here telle why we need some de- 
“vice to neutralize the malignant forces let loose

HEN the wireless age arrivei’—and wire- 
W less telephony will soon be added to 
wireless telegraphy—our air wil) be so 


charged with electricity that human beings-.will | 


feel its influence in a hundred different ways. 
Already it seems to have attacked our teeth. 
To-morrow we may find that our hair is drop- 
ping out from the same cause, and eventually it 
may deprive us of our senses and even our lives. 

In a general way the conditions may be likened 
to those responsible for the eating away of gas 
and water mains by stray electrical! currents, the 
process being known as electrolysis. Where 
electric street railway companies fail to provide 
proper facilities for the return currents from 
the car-motors to the power-house, the excess 
electricity escapes and attacks everything with- 
in its range that is susceptible to it. 

Thus metal pipes, whether of steel, fron or 
lead, readily yield to the effects of this elec- 
trical force. They gradually decompose until 
they give way entirely, when serious explosions 
and other accidents frequently follow. 

But the amount of electricity which escapes 
in this manner ts insignificant compared with 
the amount eet free in wireless telegraphy. 

It has .been estimated that where the trans- 
mitting station and the reagiving station are

treme care has to be taken to prevent injury to 
the operator and subject. Such diseases as der- 
matitis, a species of cander of the skin, and the 
falling of the hair are known to be caused by 
the powerful X-Rays. They affect the nerves of 
the roots of the hair, causing them to recede, 
with the result that the hair drops out. As there 
is no essential difference between the waves 
of wireless and X-Rays, scientists believe 
that a new disease of the teeth is a result 
of the effect of ether waves upon the nerves of 
the teeth. The nerves shrivel up and the gum 
tissue atrophies, causing the teeth to lose their 
hold and drop out. 


With the perfection of wireless telegraphy and 
the introduction of wireless telephony the 
amount of electrical ether waves in the air will 
be so immeasurably increased that more serious 
results than these must be apprehended. The 
effect of electrical waves on the eyes may be 
to produce blindness. é' 


That tnese electrical waves are something to 
be feared is made more apparent from a remark 
able photograph shown on this page. : 

A photographic plate exposed while experi- 
ments were in progress at a Marfconi station 
actually reproduced the flashes which are be- 
lieved to be the electric rays transmitting a mes- 
sage. This amounts practically to a photograph

Unless some process of insulation 
of this character is adopted, however, the only 
course for us to pursue will be to wear insulated 
garments to protett us. This garment will take 
the form of a rubber coat, with a helmet of the 
same material. The entire face will have to be 
kept covered, goggles being provided for the 
purpose of sight, and an air valve for breathing 
purposes. } 


The body is made up of untold millions of 
fons—magnetic particles—and these ions are 
continually revolving around each other 

The effect of the powerful wireless rays upon 
these fons may be purely mechanical, such as 
causing a reversal of the direction in which the 
fons revolve. There can hardly be any doubt 
that such a phenomenon would bring about radi- 
cal physiological changes, and the new tooth 
disease may very probably be the result of just 
such a cause. : 

It is to be hoped, however, that long before 
wireless waves are numerous enough to cause 
any considerable danger, some way will be found 
to insulate them and thus protect humanity.”

ILENCE! That is what you 
S Americans as a nation require— 
‘silence, because silence is the 
best cure for the essentially American 
ailment known as neurasthenia. That 
ie why your women are so high 
strung. so ultra-senusitive, so apper- 
ently vigorous, but in reality 60 
Weary and weak. They talk too 
@uch, they exert too much men- 
tal activity, they do not permit 
themselves the period of self-batancing 
reConstruction which their make-up de- 
mands. And your American men are 
equally at fault. They are apt to talk 
too mu either with others or to 
them es. The relatively few great 
personalities which the United States 
bas produced, it !s well known, are 


gmen whoee trait of taciturnity of reti- 
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cence was well marked. 

In saying that Americans talk too 
much I do not mean that the average 
number of words spoken by them at 
tae end of a month or year exceeds 
bat of the Frenchman or the Chinese. 
n fact, | should say that, everything 
considered, the average conversation of 
the American is shorter than that of 
any other, except the Britisher. But 
there is no gainsaying that for every 
word the average American atiers he 
thinks Ove. In my experiences the de 
ductions drawn are that the people of 
the United States are the most men- 
gally active ia the world—which of it- 
eelf is the source of the drain that 
eventually c@uses nervous disorders 
end nevrastbenia—with a subsequent 


result that this psychological negative 
bess Weakens the very nervous tissues 
of the brain, causing any one of those 
states which neutralize the original 
thought. 

To think to the point, and to speak 
and write accordingly. is an art, often 
inborn, but usually acquired by tra!n- 
ing. There its always the happy 
medium. The Individual who is about 
to act In a given case, of course, thinks 
about it. Granting he is in doubt, he 
will think until he has reached the 
satisfactory thought. The question, 
therefore, dwindles to his capacity for 
quick and accurate judgment, which 
characterizes the great men or women 
of the world. 

This quick judgment is not intended 
to mean, as is believed, the capability 
to think a decision or a plan on the 
impulse of the moment, but to progress 
in the mental constructive analysis to 
the point where action is keenest. 
Further thought would weaken the 
nervous centres, obfuscate the mind, 
tire the body, with the result that there 
is no longer the energy of action and 
spontaneity, but the weariness which 
eventually leads to that eilment known 
as neurasthenia. 

[t has been my good fortune to meet 
a well-known British diplomat whose 
decisions are reached after a lengthy. 
aimost interminable trala of thought, 
sometimes continuous, often erratic. 
This is a contrast with a Wall 
Street banker whose faculties are such 
that be usually reaches decisions and 
makes plaus the same day they first 


be apt, in bis peculiar American way, 
to smile at the ponderous, lethargic 
mental system followed by bis brother 
across the sea.

T bas been suggested by a French professor that every 
househoid should bave its snake, instead of its cat

there are many bdillions of rats in our cities ready to 
spread this pest as soon as it makes its appearance 
bere, the suggestion is well worth consideration.

Since those early times, however, the household rep 
tile has been supplanted by the cat and dog, and the 
modern housewife, as a rule, has nothing but revulsion 
for every species of snake, harmful or harmiess 

This hostile attitude toward enakes, however is 
largely due to ignorance. Thus it is commonly sup- 
posed that enakes are “slimy.” As a matter of fact 
they are not. Their skin te cold to the touch, but ab- 
solutely dry. It feels ag if it were made of china or 
porcelain. 

Then again the sharp worm-like tongue of the snake, 
which darts in and out at lightning speed,-is harm- 
less, although & is commonly believed to be the me 
dium by means of which the snake ejects its venom.

Mr Puller’s plans provide for a construc- 
tion very much like an elevated railroad, 
resting upon gigantic pontoons with large, 
caisson-like appendages reaching down twen- 
ty-five feet into the ocean to give steadiness. 
The cars are suspended, touching the water 
to take up weight. Periscopic masts on the 
pontoons act as trolleys. 

An interlocking overhead cable system, 
with the addition of a deep fin-keel, is to 
hold the trolley-propelled coaches in a state 
of almost stable equilibrium, the pontoons 
being held in place by powerful steel cables, 
connecting one with another, and anchored 
to the ocean bed, from two to five miles 
below. There are three rows of pontoons. 

Electricity is to be the motive power to 
speed the freight and passenger coaches, 
which can de run in trains of three or more 
coaches, regularly every hour. Power sta- 
tions would be erected at each end of 
the ocean and there would be a few trans- 
former stations at sea, perhaps 600 miles 
apart, which would act ae lighthouses end 
lifesaving stations, if necessary. 

By means of the trolley telephonic com- 
munication between this country and Europe 
could be established and continued practi- 
cally without interruption. 

The cars would be of eteel of great 
strength, as would be all of the cables used 
in the @cean trolley system Bach car 
could accommodate about eighty passengers

Whenever it became nécessary to permit 4 
vessel] to pass through the line, the pontoons 
would open automatically. An ingenious 
block system would hold the flying aero 
quatic coaches automatically many miles 
away from the section which would be de- 
flected to permit the passage of a ship, the 
pontoons swinging back into place like & 
drawbridge after passage had been effected. 

Because of the great cost of establishing 
the line the projectors believe that the nar- 
rowest accessible part of the ocean should 
be chosen, regardless of its depth, across 

hich to throw the trolley-pontoon bridges. 

robably the famous “Telegraphic Plateau,” 
extending from the vicinity of Cape Race, 
Newfoundland, to Cape Clear, Ireland, would 
be chosen, the distance between these two 
points being approximately 1,650 miles. 

If any investors should desire to see the 
system in operation in a less ambitious way, 
the inventor states that there isn’t the siight- 
est. doubt that it could be used with great 
success on American rivers and the Great 
Lakes. The trip between.New York City and 
Albany, up the Hudson, he says, could be 
accomplished without noise and dust or 
crowding within an hour or two; or the Erie 
Canal could be navigated by his aeroquatic 
coaches with the greatest ease. and profit. 
to say nothing of speed. 

Tin, too, the advantages of a direct line 
across the Great Lakes, cutting off many 
miles of travel and saving much valuable 
time, are to be considered. 

“Whatever the obstacles that seem inéuf- 
mountable to the ocean trolley proposition,” 
says tne inventor, “there is little doubt in 
my mind that the practicability of the scheme 
can be conclusively demonstrated right here 
on this continent, if it can be anywhere. 
There would be no international jealousies 
to overcome, there could be little difficulty, 
I am told, in procuring the necessary capital

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THE BAPTISTS FEAR 
AMERICAN INTERVENTION 


President Taft is just in receipt of 
an appeal from the Rev. Dr. Henry L. 
Morehouse of the Baptist Home Mis- 
sion Society not to intervene in Mexico. 
The appeal orginated with the Baptists 
of Mexicoya who sent through the Rev. 
George nt Brewer a formal statement 
to the effect that intervention might 
mean the sacrifice of property, possibly 

{f jife, of far greater extent than any 

at may have occurred on the border. 
During the past three or four years, 
say these Baptist protesters, there has 
grown up in Mexico a very strong anti- 
American sentiment, not so personal as 
representative of vested rights and 
advantages, and alliance with the same 
monoplies as tnsurrectos are now war- 
ring against. Northern Baptists of 
this country have missions in the City 
of Mexico, San Luis Potosi, Pueblo, 
Oaxaca, and other points in southern 
Mexico, and Baptists of our southern 
states have missions in northern Mexi- 
co. The former have been little af- 
fected Dy the present troubles, but the 
latter have suffered considerably. 
There are flourishing Baptist. Metho- 
dist, Presbyterian and Episcopal! con- 
Bregations in the City of Mexico, and 
national churches of these names are 
forming. President Taft has replied to 
the Baptist appeal that he realizés the 
gravity of the situation. 


NORTH AMERICAN 
BAPTISTS’ CONVENTION 


It is announced that the general 
convention of the Baptists of North 
America will hold its triennial meeting 
in Philadelphia on Monday forenoon, 
June 18. Owing to unusual meetings 
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of other Baptist organizations,: but one 


session of the convention will ‘be heid.’ 


The. president, Rev. Dr. Augustus 
H. Strong, of Rochester Seminary, will 
give his annual address, after which 
there will be addresses on “The Awak- 
ening of Baptist Laymen.”” These will 
be given by the Rev. W. T. Stackhouse 
of New York, representing Baptists 
north, Professor J. T. Henderson, Bap- 
tists south, and Professor 8S. J. Moore, 
of Toronto, Baptists of Canada. All of 
them speak for the Baptist Laymen’s 
Missionary Movement, organized here 
and in Canada on its own basis, apart 
Trom the general movement of the 
name. A large attendance of Baptist 
business men Is expected. Following 
the convention session, President 
Strong will extend a welcome on be- 
half of the Baptists of North America 
to the Baptist World Alliance, whose 
Sessions will follow. 


REDUCING PRESBYTERIAN 
ASSEMBLY MEMBERSHIP 


The effort to reduce the number of 
members in the Presbyterian general 
assembly will, it is thought, be suc- 
eessful this year. The present num- 
ber is 868, so large that the ordinary 
church will not holg them, and debates 
are impossible to be heard. For three 
or four years the matter has been up. 
Last year it was merely put over, but 
must be faced, it is said, this year. 


The executive commission, which will 


recommend a reduction to about 600, Is 
a body recently created to carry on 
the work of Presbyterianism during 
the year. Moderators for the year, who 
are chairmen of this commission, now 
find it essential to give all of -their 
time. . The assembly membership re- 
duction is not On a percentage basis, 
but rather upon the United States sen- 
ate plan, with some regard to the in- 
terests of the large cities from whence 
come most of the financial support for 
general missionary and administrative 
work. The same commission. will, it 
is expected, make other reform recom- 
mendations, so as tO Save expenses. 
(Co-ordination of all benevolent work 
will also be presented, together with 
plans for better literature, and cheaper 
collectiop of mission funds. 


ADVANCE OF THE 
PRESBYTERIANS SOUTH 


During the ten years of thie new 
eentury southern Presbyterians hare 
gained 24.75 per cent in membership 
and 284 per cent in contributions to 
missions in their own field. So marked 
has been the growth of churches in 
Oklahoma, TexaS Florida and Arxkan- 
as that a halt has had to be called 
on evangelistic effort until churches 
already established can be equipped. 
Consolidation of colored and evangelis- 
tic work has been effected within the 
year, and there are to be turned over 
to southern Presbyterians half a dozen 
or more reformed churches established 
some years ago in Oklahoma. North- 
ern Presbyterians expect to secure al- 
legiance of a few of these reformed 
churches. The latter, deciding to re- 
tire, brought about exme rivairy 
among Presbyterians for the succes- 
ston that would control The line up 
and décision wil! occur next month. 
The southern Presbyterian home mis- 
sion board handled tast year $221,600, 
a considerably larger sum than on any 
previous year. There are pouring into 
the industrial parts of the south, no- 
tably Tennessec, Georgia, Alabama and 
Texas, ome to twe milileg fereigners 
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annually, and to them Presbyterians Word comes from them that they are 
|} putting forth three propositions an the 


are paying as much heed as their re- 
sources permit. Cuban congregations 
are coming into existence in Florida, 
and New Orleans has French, Syrian, 
Chinese, Hungarian and Itallan schools 
and congregations. A college founded 
in Durant, Okla., is followed by offers 
of land and money to establish schools 
at Oklahoma City for boys and in 
Texas for Mexicans who come over the 
border seeking industrial training. 


PERMANENT METHODIST 
WORLD BODY IN SIGHT 


When the Methodists of the world 
meet in Toronto next fall—three hun- 
dred représentatives from North Amer- 
ica and Japan, and two hundred from 
Europe, Australia, South Africa and 
the mission fields of Asia—a perma- 
manent organization of world Metho- 
dists will be formed, competent to 
speak and act for Methodists on great 
questions like world peace, world mis- 
sions, and Christian unity. The present 
Ecumenical conference meets but once 
in ten years, and is in charge of com- 
mittees formed for conference pur- 
poses only. Extension of a Christian 
brotherhood of Methodists will be ap- 
proved, and if Sir Robert W. Perks, of 
London, one of the European members, 
has his way a far larger use of lay- 
men as regular preachers in place of 
salaried ministers will be recommend- 
ed to Methodists of all countries. In 
England 55,000 Methodist laymen 
preach each week to settled congrega- 
tions, serving wholly without salaries. 
Methodists in the United States favor 
extension of the plan here, it is said, 
both for wider preaching of the Gospel 
at less cost, and because the plan ex- 
tends the personal acquaintance and 
influence of Christian laymen, result- 
ing in their election to political office, 
and other posts of public trust. Lay- 
men’s associations of annual confer- 
ences are considering this laymen plan, 
with a view of recommending it to_the 
next general conference, meeting in 
Minneapolis in May, 1912.

They point 
to laws wassed or praposed to be 
passed in Spain and Portugal effecting 
separation, and declare that England 
ought not to be behind these supposed- 
ly backward Latin countries. 


AMERICAN BOARD 
PROSPECTS REPORTED 


The American board, which is Con- 
gregational foreign missions, reports 
three developments, two favorable, the 
other the opposite. Young Turks are 
making it possible to train leaders for 
Turkish people who will, the board be- 
lieves, some time open up copper, silver, 
coal and -other treasures, the unhar- 
nessed water power of splendid rivers, 
and give occupation and food to mil- 
lions of people now living in huts of 
mud and straw, often starving for lack 
of food and shivering with cold. From 
an American donor the board recently 
received $1,000,000 for endowment of 
its colleges and seminaries in its twen- 
ty mission fields. Hardly was the sum 
in its hands before it was able to award 
money to a seminary in South Africa, 
the only school for the training of edu- 
cated leaders of the Zulus. Its act will, 
it believes, have influence upon the en- 
tire mission work of South Africa. 
Lastly, the board sounds an alarm con- 
cerning its income. That income in 
February, 1911, was $11,000 less than in 
February, 1910, and for the half year 


it ought to have in hand if it is to end 
ite year in August next without debt. 
Its actual receipts to March 1 last were 
$230,000 and its appropriations to Au- 
gust 31, next, are $612,400. The board,

PLANS AND PROGRESS 
Disciples of Christ gave, within the 
past few days, a formal dinner in New 
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unity leaders. expressed views and out- 
lined ‘unity. plans. to date. The three 
leaders were Professor Herbert I. Wil- 
lett, dean of the Disciples divinity 
house at the University of Chicago, the 
Rev. Peter Ainslie, who was president 


| of the Disciples national convention of 


1910, and the Rev. Dr. William T. Man- 
ning, rector of Trinity church, New 
York, and member of the Episcopal 
unity commission. 

It was stated that religious bodies 
definitely committing themselves to 
general urity plans, at least to the ex- 
tent of sending delegates to a world 
conference on Faith and Order, when 
called, are the Protestant Episcopal; 
the Disciples of Christ, the Alliance of 
Reformed Churches holding the Pres- 
byterian system, which covers Presby- 
terian and reformed churches through- 
out the world, and the Congregational 
national council. Leaders expect that 
Baptists meeting in June next, Metho- 
dists meeting in October, Lutherans 
meeting in May and June and some 
smaller bodies will take official action. 
Already it is known that all principal 
bodies are: committed to the plans as 
far as made. 

Progress thus far is limited to the 
reasons for unity, and the personal ac- 
quaintance of some leaders. Nobody 
has yet been bold enough to suggest a 
plan of union, what shall be given up 
by various bodies, or what form. what 
doctrines, what laws, the united church 
of the future is to have. It is stated 
that before any world conference will 
be called many local conferences will 
be helg. The three leaders named gave 
three significant utterances at the din- 
ner referred to, each intending his 
words to be presented to Christians of 
America, as setting forth not only con- 
ditions but progress toward unity thus 
far made. 

“The church begins to realize that 
the forces which produced disunion 
were inevitable and not wholly wrong,” 
observes Professor Willett. “They were 
the result of those efforts for liberty 
which the uniformity of the old church 
had made necessary. When the church 
once discovered its ability to think 
religious problems through it went to 
an excessive limit in the direction of 
freedom from control. The different 
denominations were the result. 

“Each one of these denominations 
has contributed some vital element to 
the church in its totality. But none are 
now essential as interpreters of such 
principles. They only perpetuate the 
differences for which the modern gen- 
eration has but little concern. 

‘It is natural, therefore, that there 
should be a sincere and determined ef- 
fort on the part of Christians of the 
present generation te reinvestigate 
the question of unity and ta discover 
whether it is not possible, first to co- 
operate, then to understand and appre- 
ciate each other, and finally to unite.” 

Mr. Ainslie put uniom on doctrinal 
He says: 

“The unity of Christians is the right- 
eousness of Christ. It is the spirit and 
genius of His religion, which is ex- 


ipresaed in the Apostle’s seven-fold unity 


program—one body, one Spirit, one 
hope, one Lord, one Faith, one baptism, 
one God and. Father of us all, and back 
of this is the hight priestly prayer of 
Christ for a oneness among His follow- 
ers, like that between Himself and the 
Father, that the world may believe that 
God sent Him. This is not a fraternity 
on the humanitarian basis, as of broth- 
ers born of the same parents, but a one- 
ness like that between Father and 
Christ. without which the world will 
not believe that He is the Christ.”

“Men in all eommunions are feeling 
that there is a still higher reason for 
outward reunion than its practical ad- 
vantages—great as these are. In all 
communions men are coming to feel 
that visible fellowship among His fol- 
lowers is according to the mind and 
will of Jesus Christ, who prayed that 
they all may be one that the 
world may believe that Thou hast 
sent Me. 

“Men are realizing that unity cannot 
be reached.by compromise or by treat- 
ing matters of belief as though they 
are of small importance. Unity must 
be reached by trying to see how much 


not by trying to see how much we can 
give up. Unity does not mean uni- 
formity. It means agreement in es- 
sentials and liberty in non-essentials. 
Outward reunion and recognition of 
every true pfinciple that ig held by 
any of us and not by the compromise 
or giving up of any true principle 
whatever.

In the days “when Atilanta’s fire de- 
partment was a volunteer organiza- 
tion there was a great rivalry between 
the companies not only in reaching the 
scene of conflagration, but in the 
equipment, home and personnel of the 
members. 

Five steamer companies and one 
hook and ladder company composed At- 
lanta’s volunteer department whéf ‘it 
gave way to the paid organization 
which today stands among the leaders 
fhroughout the country. Each of the 
six companies owned its own home, 
ite fire fighting machinery and its 
horses when the department ‘was 
taken over by the city. while more 
than one of the organizations had quits 
a neat sum in its treasury. 

Atianta No. 1, the oldest company 
im the city, its membership was made 
ap of the pioneer citizens of Atlanta, 
had its home on the west side of 
Broad street, right up at the bridge, 
a@nd it was in the tower of that en- 
gine house the fire alarm bell, which 
ip yet in use, was placed before the 

- war between the states. Besides being 
the oldest company in the city, it was 
one of the strongest and most efft- 
cient. 

Second Steamer Company. 

Mechanics, the second steamer com- 
pany to organize, was registered as 
No. 2. It was housed at the northern 
end of Washington Street, and was 
made up largely of mechanics, though 
@ number cf business men appeared on 
dts rolls.

In 1853 there were in Atlanta a lot 
ef young men who couldn't fraternize 
with the members of No.:1 because of 
the vast difference in age, while they 
di4 not take kindly to No. 2.

Many of them were beerdless beys, 
though. there was a liberal sprinkling 
of young, leading business men.

hard-fought fire battles in Atlanta and 
was always among the first at the 
scene and when there did as much 
work as any other company. 

The exact date of the organization 
of Tallulah is not Khown, as many 
of the old records books were de- 
stroyed a few years ago in a fire at 
George Hope’s home on Ivy street, Mr. 
Hope was the last secretary of the 
‘company and in that way came in pos- 
session of the books of record after 
the company disbanded. For the same 
reason the first president of Tallulah 
is not known, but many of the old 
members incline to the belief that it 
was the late Judge BEzzard, one of At- 
lanta’s most prominent citizens during 
his time. The last president of the 
comypany, however, was B. B. Crew, of 
the Phillips & Crew Company. 

Among members of the company that 
are yet recalled by other old members 
are W. R. Biggers, for years clerk of 
the general council; G. W. Jack, one 
of Atlanta’s pioneer candy makers; J. 
R. Parks, for years connected with The 
Atlanta Journal, and at one time a4 
member of the general council; W. J.

Some millions of dollars 
have already been expended upon that 
work, and now that the surveys have 
been completed the drainage projects

In talking with the geographers as 
to the Sacramento valley one of them 
told me that the trouble there was that 
man had taken possession of the coun- 
try about a thousand years too soon. 
For ages past nature has been bringing 
down the earth washings from the 
mountains, but she has not, by about 
one thousand years, finished her job. 
The silt has lodged along the banks 
of the Trivers and built up the land 


‘mated, enough soil to make a shaft one 


there, leaving troughs on each side 
which the floods have turned into 
swamps. These can be reclaimed, but 
channels must be cut, and the land so 
protected that the streams will not 
overflow. Some of the islands which 
have been redeemed at the mouth of the 
Sacrdmento will have to be taken away 
and a channel sufficiently large for the 
river created. 

An Empire on the Mississippi. 
About the same might be said of the 
lower Mississippi valley. It is still 
earth in the making. The Gulf of Mex- 
ico, so the scientists tell me, onge ex- 
tended more than 600 miles. farther 
north, and all the land of the delta-is 
made up of the rich earth washings 
brought down by the great river. They 
have built up the bed of the gulf and 
forced the sea back. Moreover, the 
streams have dropped their deposits 
close to their banks, and have thus 
gradually built troughs on each side | 
of them. It is in these vast troughs 
that we now find the swamps. The | 
Mississippi carries more stuff into 
them at every flood. It comes down 
loaded with the richest materials of 
the uplands and the mountains, and 
drops a great part of it there. From 
the state of Missouri alone, it is esti-

can be done for the good of the coun- 
try. . As it is now 95 per cent of these 
lands are in the hands of private par- 
ties. They were relinquished by the 
general government to the states abou‘ 
fifty years ago on the understandirg 
that the states would inaugurate works 
to reclaim them. The states sold them 
out to individuals®6n the same under- 
standing and as a result tens of thou- 
sands and millions of acres passed 
away from the government for a few 
cents per acre. 

And now it:is found that the work is 
necessarily a national one. Take this 
matter of the lower Mississippi. The 
swamps afless great reservoirs which 
regulate thé’ fow of the river. They 
become filled at the times of the floods 
and seep out gradually into the main 
current. If the swamps are cut off 
the water must be all thrown back 
into the main channel and this will 
necessitate raising the levees or dikes 
which are now along both sides of 
the Mississippi and other rivers and 
which have cost the gevernment and 
the states tens of thousands of dollars. 
There are more than 1,800 miles of 
levees along the Mississippi alone. 
The Yazoo basin has an unbroken dike, 
and there is a great dam around the 
basin of St. Francis. The government, 
national and state, has spent $34,000,- 
000 within the last generation to cage 
the waters of the Mississippi. And 
the swamps will have to be handled 
carefully to keep the cages intact. 

Moreover, no state will allow a 
sister state to drain ita sunplus flood 
waters into its own territory, and the 
farmers will kick against receiving 
surplus water from their neigtrbors. 
These are some of the problems which 
confront the drainage proposition, and 
moke it impossible except through co- 
operation and national supervision. It 
is an interstate and national question. 
I am told by Senator Newlands that 
he has treated of this matter in his 
new bill for the management of the 
waterways of the union. 

Drainage by States, 

Some of the states have already au- 
thorized the drainage of the swamps, 
and some have granted concessions to 
that end. In the Yazoo basin a company 
had been organized and plans made to 
redeem in the neighborhood of half a 
million acres. The geological survey 
had prepared the maps which gave the 
basis of the working plans. The com- 
pany was 80 capitalized and the organi- 
zation so made that the bonds would 


the farms be subject to the assessment 
for carrying on the work. The bonds 
were issued at 6 per cent, and the banks 
had agreed to take them, when for 
some reason or other the bill was held 
up in the legislature and the work stop- 
ped. There are other schemes which 
are going on in other states, and in 
Florida a large amount of land has 
been drained by various companies, and 
especially by the Disstons, who have 
taken the water from hundreds of thou- 
sands of acres. 
Florida and the Everglades. 

And this brings me to the Everglades. 
The whole of Florida is a great bed 
of coral, upon the upper part of which 
a dense vegetation has grown, forming 
the lands which now make the winter 
garden and fruit patch of the eastern 
United States. Lower Florida is large- 
ly a swamp, and there are so many 
swamp lands scattered over the whole 
state that it has more marshes and 
morasses than any other part of the 
union. 

It has altogether almost one-fourth 
of the swamps, of the whole country, 
their area amounting to something like 
twenty million acres, or to about as 
much as the whole state of South Car- 
olina. Some of these lands lie along 
the coasts, and on the rivers. A part 
of them contain great lakes like 
Okechobee, which measures three-quar- 
ters of a million acres and more. The 
Evergiades, which are almost solid 
swamp, are at the south. They have 
a rim of mangrove trees and other 
vegetation which separate them from 
the sea, and it is sald that if this rim

They are loaded 
with phosphates and lime, the latter 
coming largely from fhe shells of min- 
ute crustaceans, including crabs and

The Great Dismal Swans.’ 

Geing north from Florida there are} 
vast tracts along our middle Atlantic 
states which have been mapped and 
which might be redeemed. South Car- 
Clina has a large area of swamps and 
the same is true of North Carolina and 
Virginia. On the eastern border of 
the latter two states is the great Dis- 
mal Swamp, which alone contains more 
than 16,000 acres, The swamp begins 
a little south of Norfolk, Va., and ex- 
tends southward across the boundary 
into North Carolina. The greater part 
of it is still covered with trees, al- 
though some of it has been drained 
and devoted to trucking. At one end 
of the swamp is Drummond lake, 
redched by the Jericho canal or: ditch, 
There is also a canal which runs 
through the swamp connecting the 
Chesapeake bay with Albemarle sound. 
~ 

Thic canal was, I think, made by the 
original Dismal Swamp Company, 
which was organized by George Wash- 
ington, who believed that the swamp 
might be drained. It will thus be seen 
that the father of our country was real- 
ly the father of the reclamation and 
conservation policies of the present. 

This Dismal Swamp and the great 
marsh lands which lie adjacent to it 
would be very profiable if they should 
be reclaimed. They are close to the 
water routes to Boston and New York, 
and would be a winter vegetable gar- 
den for those cities and other parts of 
the north, 

Swamp Lands of the North. 

The swamp lands of the north are of 
enormous extent, and they are being 
reclaimed in many of the states. Some 
of the richest lands of northern Ohio 
were once under water. They are new 
covered with orchards and farms, and 
are worth a hundred dollars and up- 
ward per acre. Wisconsin, which has 
enough swamps to drown the state of 
Connecticut or flood the whole island 
of Porto Rico, has patches of soil re- 
claimed from the swamp which produce 
twenty tons of cabbages to the acre. 
Illinois has wet spots fatter than her 
fattest corn field, and Minnesota is do- 
ing an enormous work in making dol- 
lars grow on her wet lands. 

The great tract which belonged to 
the Chippewa Indians ,lying in the 
northern part of that state bordered by 
the Rainy river a lake of the 
Woods, has been recéntly surveyed by 
the government, geographers, and their 
maps outlining the possible canals and 
ditches now lie before me. In prepar- 
ing them the geographers had to 
make their way over floating bogs and 
travel by launch, canoe, on foot and on 
horseback for hundreds of miles. Much 
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of their work was done in the winter 
when ithe gwamps were frozen, and 
they carried the shack in which they 
lived along on a sled. They foung 
farmers living on some of the islang 
of that great swamp and grazing da 
cattle there.

as much as $20 per acre or more. Much 
of the draining can be done by gravity, 
and some, as in the tide marshes, will 
be controlled by flood gates and dikes. 
In other places there will have to be 
great pumping stations, and in others, 
as in Holland, the windmills will aid 
in the work.
